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THE COMMISSION 

At the beginning of the year the personnel of the Commission was as 
follows: Maj. Charles W. Kutz, Chairman; Oliver P. Newman, and 
Frederick L. Siddons, Commissioners. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Public Utilities Law, an 
election of Chairman of the Commission was held on January 4, and 
Commissioner Kutz was re-elected to serve until the first Monday in 
January, 191 7. , 

The retirement of Commissioner Siddons from the office of Commis- 
sioner of the District of Columbia on January 20 carried with it his re- 
tirement from the Public Utilities Commission. Louis Brownlow, hav- 
ing been appointed Commissioner of the District of Columbia to suc- 
ceed Commissioner Siddons, took the constitutional oath of office on 
January 26 as a member of the Public Utilities Commission and fur- 
ther qualified as required by law. 

The Public Utilities Law appears in full in the report for 1913. The 
law has been amended by authorizing and requiring the several street 
railway companies in the District of Columbia to transport free of 
charge all members of the Metropolitan Police, crossing police, park 
police, and Fire Department of the District of Columbia when in uni- 
form and in the performance of their duties. This amendment was 
included in the District of Columbia Appropriation Act for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1916 (Public No. 268, 63rd Congress). 

The organization by which the work of the Commission is handled 
remained as it was during the preceding year and is shown in chart 
form in the report for 1914. 

Mr. H. C. Eddy resigned as Engineer of the Commission near the 
end of the year, and Mr. J. Kappeyne of the Valuation Bureau was 
appointed to the position. 

The Commission adopted Rules of Procedure to apply to the transac- 
tion of its business. (See Appendix A.) 

The Commission established Wednesdays at 10:00 o'clock a. m. as 
the time for its regular meetings to consider the business before it. 
Meetings are also held at other times when necessary. 

To expedite the handling of business by the Commission, the subject 
matters were divided into three groups as follows and each group as- 
signed to a Commissioner : 

( I ) Engineering, Valuation, Rates ;

(2) Jurisdiction, Capitalization and Financial Operations, Cases in 
Court ; 

(3) Service, Accidents. 

The Commission reconlmended to Congress an amendment to para- 
graph 14 of the Public Utilities Law which would require the utilities 
to file their annual reports with the Commission on or before the first 
day of April each year instead of the first day of February. The experi- 
ence of the Commission has been that the period of time now allowed 
to the utilities to close their books and prepare the necessary data is in- 
sufficient. 

JURISDICTION 

There was given in the report for 1914 a list of all utilities under the 
jurisdiction of the Commission at the end of the year. 

The Metropolitan Coach Company, which operated on i6th Street, 
west, discontinued operation. 

Jurisdiction was assumed by the Commission over public motor ve- 
hicles operating over a route with a stated degree of regularity. This 
included the so-called "jitneys" operating in the District of Columbia. 
This means of transportation was permitted to operate thereafter only 
on a fixed route and schedule approved by the Commission. By the end 
of the year practically all such vehicles had gone out of business. 

SERVICE. 

During the year the Commission issued regulations for electric 
service and regulations for the testing of taximeters. 

The Public Utilities Law provides that no person shall furnish, set, 
or put in use any electric meter, the type of which shall not have been 
approved by the Commission. To enforce this portion of the act, the 
Commission purposes to promulgate approval specifications for electric 
meters, to which a type of meter must conform if used in the District 
of Columbia. The United States Bureau of Standards is engaged on an 
investigation of this matter and expects to recommend such specifica- 
tions for general use. It is a matter of importance to the manufacturers 
of electric meters and to the operating electrical utilities that meter ap- 
proval specifications of all Commissions and other regulating bodies 
throughout the country be made uniform. The promulgation of a set of 
specifications by the Bureau of Standards will go far toward accom- 
plishing this standardization. The Electrical Inspection Bureau of the 
Commission is keeping in touch with the progress of this work, and the 
Commission will probably defer the adoption of such specifications 
until the Bureau of Standards has completed its study.

The regulations for gas service, adopted in 1914, have been in effect 
for 16 months and have proven satisfactory. 

An investigation made during the year of the service furnished by 
the telephone utility showed that the service ^rendered compares fav- 
orably with that rendered in other large cities. 

EXTENSIONS OF STREET RAILWAY LINES. 

The extension of the street railway lines of the Washington Railway 
and Electric Company ordered by the Commission along Fourteenth 
Street N. W., from F Street to Pennsylvania Avenue, was completed 
and put in operation during the year. This has resulted in furnishing 
better service to and from the southern part of Fourteenth Street, 
west. Work also progressed during the year on the extension of the 
lines of this company along Nichols Avenue S. E., from Fourth Street 
to Upsal Street, ordered by the Commission. 

RATES. 

When the utilities filed with the Commission their schedules of rates 
and the rules and regulations relating thereto upon the passage of the 
Public Utilities Law, many practices of utilities and their interpreta- 
tions of these schedules and regulations were unavoidably omitted. As 
these practjpes and interpretations have been discovered through com« 
plaints and cases before the Commission the utilities have been required 
to embody them in their schedules by filing amendments thereto. 

The case of the close relationship between the Washington Railway 
and Electric Company and the Potomac Electric Power Company and 
its effect on the rates to the public was continued, and hearings were 
held during the year and studies made based on the additional material 
brought to light by the valuation investigations. 

Upon completion of the valuation by the Commission of the Terminal 
Taxicab Company, that company voluntarily reduced its rates to figures 
based on the value found. The Federal Taxicab Company and Auto 
Livery Company and the Bamett Taxicab Ccwnpany reduced their rates 
to correspond with those established by the Terminal Taxicab Company. 

The Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company voluntarily made 
material reductions in a large number of its rates for service when the 
valuation of that company had been carried nearly to completion. 

The Commission prescribed the payment by all utilities of 5% 
interest on deposits required of customers for protection against loss 
to the utilities due to non-payment of bills.

CERTIFICATES OF AUTHORITY FOR THE ISSUE OF 
STOCK, BONDS, ETC. 

The Commission maintained the position taken last year that, until 
the completion of the valuations and investigations, additional capitali- 
zation should be confined to the least amount possible without embar- 
rassing the utilities in the proper performance of their functions. 

Applications for certificate of authority of the Commission for the 
issue and sale of bonds to the amount of $1,434,814.91 and stock to the 
amount of $44,300 have been before the Commission during the year. 
Of these amounts the Commission has authorized $5x2,200 in bonds and 
$10,360 in stock, and there remained pending at the end of the yea* 
applications for bonds to the amount of $922,614.91 and stock to the 
amount of $33,940. 

VALUATIONS. 

The act creating the Public Utilities Commission provides that the 
Commission shall ascertain as soon and as nearly as practicable the 
amount of money expended in the construction and equipment of each 
public utility and also the amount of money it would require to recon- 
struct and equip each such utility. The act further provides that the 
Commission shall value the property of these utilities actually used and 
useful for the convenience of the public, at the fair value thereof at the 
time of said valuation. 

The valuation of the larger utilities was continued during the year 
under the immediate direction of E. W. Bemis in charge of the Valua- 
tion Bureau of the Commission. The additional appropriation of 
$40,000 for this work made by Congress was available on March 3, 
191 5. As the work progressed it became apparent that $16,000 in addi- 
tion would be needed to complete the work, and recommendation was 
made to Congress for the appropriation of this amount.** 

It is estimated that these valuations will be completed during the 
first half of the year 19 16. 

The valuation of the smaller utilities was continued during the year 
by the permanent force of the Commission. The work was completed 
in the case of the following utilities and their values fixed by orders of 
the Commission after hearings as provided by law: Washington and 
Maryland Railway Company, Auto Livery Company and Barnett Taxi- 
cab Company, Federal Taxicab Company, and Terminal Taxicab Com- 
pany. 

ORDERS AND OPINIONS OF COMMISSION. 

The orders and opinions issued by the Commission appear in Ap- 
pendix A. A summary only is given of those orders and opinions which

are a part of the formal cases. Formal case orders are given in full 
under the cases. 

INFORMAL CASES. 

The classification of cases as informal and as formal cases is de- 
scribed in the report for the year 191 3. 

The informal cases continued to be handled as described in the re- 
port for the year 1913. 

There appears in Appendix B a tabulation showing the number of the 
informal cases handled by the Commission during the year, together 
with a list giving a brief statement of each case and its disposition. 

FORMAL CASES. 

Statements of the formal cases handled by the Commission appear in 
Appendix C in the order in which action was taken. 

There are still pending formal cases involving rates and street rail- 
way extensions. No action will be taken on these cases until the com- 
pletion of the valuations. 

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The sum of $28,278.96 was appropriated by Congress in the "Act 
making appropriations to provide for the expenses of the government 
of the District of Columbia for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1915, and 
for other purposes," for salaries and for incidental and all other general 
necessary expenses authorized by law. This sum became available on 
July I, 1914, and a portion thereof was expended during the last half 
of the calendar year 1914 and the remainder was available during the 
first half of the calendar year 191 5. 

The sum of $100,000 was appropriated in the "Act making appropria- 
tions to supply urgent deficiencies in appropriations for the fiscal year 
1 914 and for prior years, and for other purposes," approved April 6, 
1 91 4, which sum became immediately available for making valuations 
required by law. A portion of this money was expended during the re- 
mainder of the calendar year 1914 and the balance was available during 
the first half of the calendar year 191 5. 

In the "Act making appropriations to provide for the expenses of the 
government of the District of Columbia for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1916, and for other purposes," there was appropriated the sum of 
$29,479.96 for salaries and for incidental and all other general necessary 
expenses authorized by law and $40,000 for valuation work as required 
by law. The former sum became available July i, 1915, and continued 
available for the remainder of the calendar year 191 5, and will be 
available also for the first half of the calendar year 1916. The latter

became available for valuation work upon approval of the Act on March 

3, 1915. 

Following is a statement of the expenditures from the above men- 
tioned appropriations during the calendar year 191 5.

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GENERAL COUNSEL 

Conrad H. Syme. 

The General Counsel is the legal adviser to the Commission and to 
each Commissioner. He represents the Commission in all actions and 
proceedings involving any question under the Public Utilities Law and 
prosecutes all actions and proceedings directed or authorized by the 
Commission. 

Opinions were rendered holding that companies operating sight- 
seeing vehicles were not public utilities ; defining the extent of the power 
of the Public Utilities Commission as to bond issues, and as to the ad- 
visability of dividing the business of the Terminal Taxicab Company 
into classes. 

In response to the inquiry of the Commission an opinion was ren- 
dered relative to the ownership of gas services from the mains of the 
gas light companies to the meters. 

A provision in the District of Columbia appropriation act for the 
fiscal year 1916 required street railway companies to transport free of 
charge members of the Police and Fire Departments. An opinion as to 
the effective date of this act was also rendered. 

The Metropolitan Coach Company, which operated a motor bus line 
on Sixteenth Street and issued transfers to certain connecting street 
railway lines, discontinued operation. This company left a number of 
its tickets outstanding in the hands of individual purchasers and the 
question of the validity of these tickets and the duty upon the local 
street railway cornpanies to honor them was the subject of an opinion. 

Electric service is furnished officers of the Army and Navy at the 
Government rate, and an opinion was rendered that such application 
of the Government rate was not considered discriminatory. 

Upon receipt of the annual reports for 19 14, submitted by the utili- 
ties, it was discovered that certain utilities had sold or purchased stock 
of other utilities without first having obtained permission from the 
Commission so to do. Opinions were rendered regarding the legality 
of such acts by the East Washington Heights Traction Railroad Com- 
pany and the Washington Railway and Electric Company. 

A provision of the Public Utilities Law requires that, under certain 
circumstances, the cost of investigations made by this Commission shall 
be assessed against the utility found at fault. Opinions were rendered

as to the scope of this paragraph and as to the right to assess the cost 
of investigations in two specific instances. 

There appear, in Appendix D the opinions of the General Counsel 
rendered during the year. 

The General Counsel has been in constant consultation with members 
of the Commission on matters which were not made the subject of 
formal opinion and has been in attendance at the various public hear- 
ings of the Commission. 

One of the valuations found by the Commission was of the property 
of the Terminal Taxicab Company. On July 21, 1915, this company 
filed a bill in equity to enjoin proceedings under the Commission's 
order fixing such valuation and to set aside the same. The Commis- 
sion's answer to this bill was duly filed and the cause is now pending. 

The Commission withheld its consent to the issuance of certain bonds 
hy the Washington Railway and Electric Company and the Potomac 
Electric Power Company and bills were filed by these two utilities to set 
aside the orders of the Commission withholding the consent requested. 
Motions to dismiss these bills are now pending. None of these cases 
came up for hearing during 1915. 

As stated in the report for 19 14, the Commission held that taxicab 
companies were common carriers and came within its jurisdiction, 
which action was disputed by the Terminal Taxicab Company and the 
Federal Taxicab Company. A decision sustaining the Commission's 
stand was rendered by the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, 
and an appeal w^s taken by the taxicab companies to the Court of Ap- 
peals, D. C, which, on February i, 191 5, sustained the decision of the 
lower court. From the decision of the Court of Appeals the Terminal 
Taxicab Company appealed to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and it is probable this appeal will be heard in April, 1916. 
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VALUATION BUREAU. 

E. W. Bemis, Director, 

This bureau is engaged upon the work of determining : , first, the 
actual or so-called historical cost of used and useful property ; second, 
the cost of reproduction thereof ; and third, the accrued depreciation 
therefrom, with respect to the following utilities: 

Washington Railway & Electric Company, 
City & Suburban Railway of Washington, 
Georgetown & Tennallytown Railway Company, 
The Capital Traction Company, 
Potomac Electric Power Company, 
Washington Gas Light Company, 
Georgetown Gas Light Company, 
Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Company. 

The work of the bureau has progressed rapidly during the year. A 
physical valuation was placed upon the Chesapeake & Potomac Tele- 
phone Company. This was greatly aided by the co-operation of the 
Company in not only throwing open its books, accounts and property 
to examination, but in submitting its own inventory and prices to the 
examination of the Valuation Bureau. 

The Engineering Section completed the determination of the cost of 
reproduction of the physical properties and the accrued depreciation 
thereon in the case of the following: Potomac Electric Power Com- 
pany, Capital Traction Company, Washington Railway & Electric Com- 
pany, City & Suburban Railway of Washington, and Georgetown & 
Tennallytown Railway Company. 

After completing the field inventories of the Washington Gas Light 
Company and the Georgetown Gas Light Company the work was dis- 
continued until a further appropriation could be secured. 

The Accounting Section of the Valuation Bureau has completed a 
detailed examination of the books and records of The Capital Traction 
Company. The co-operation of this Company and its officials, together 
with the generally complete state of the records, combined to make the 
investigation very satisfactory. The report on the investigation was 
completed July i, 1915.

A report on the Potomac Electric Power Company was completed on 
December 15, 1915. This investigation likewise proved to be very com- 
plete owing to the system of accounts kept by the Power Company. 
The actual cost of all real estate held, power station and sub-station 
equipment, and the underground conduits was obtained in very satis- 
factory form, and a great deal of information was also got together in 
connection with the poles and overhead lines which, though not in itself 
fully detailed, furnishes a complete statement of original cost. 

During the latter months of the year the accounting work on the other 
companies, outside of the telephone company already mentioned, was 
much reduced and finally suspended in order to permit the completion 
of certain parts of the engineering work. With the small additional 
appropriation asked from Congress in December the remaining account- 
ing work on the railway and gas companies, the engineering appraisal 
on the gas companies, and the final reports of the director of the valua- 
tion will be completed during the first six months of 1916. 
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EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS 

The principal offices of the Commission are in the District Building. 
The office of the Gas Inspection Bureau is at loth and D Streets N. W. 



EXECUTIVE OFFICER. 

J. L. Schley. 

The duty of the Executive Officer is to oversee and co-ordinate the 
operation of the executive departments and to prepare and present to 
the Commission the questions for its consideration. 



OFFICE OF CHIEF CLERK. 

B. A. Harlan, Chief Clerk, 

The duties of this office comprise the maintenance of files, the prepa- 
ration of correspondence and orders, the reporting of hearings, and 
other clerical and stenographic work of the Commission. 

Section two of the Rules of Procedure of the Commission provides 
that the Chief Clerk of the Commission shall furnish information upon 
request. This includes information as to the form in which matters to 
be presented to the Commission should be submitted by the public, as 
well as general information to the public, and the preparation of copy 
for the press. 

With the exception of the method of reporting hearings and of the 
inauguration of a system of property accounting, the methods pursued 
in handling the work of the office have remained in large part as de- 
scribed in the report for 19 14. 

PROPERTY ACCOUNTING. 

In accordance with the provisions of the District Appropriation Act 
approved March 3, 191 5 (Public No. 268, 63d Congress), and of an 
order of the Commissioners of the District of Columbia dated June 29, 
191 5, a system of property accounting was installed covering the ex-

pendable and unexpendable property in use by all the offices and 
bureaus of the Commission. 

REPORTING. 

During the greater part of the year the hearings held before the 
Commission were reported by two stenographers regularly in its em- 
ploy. In November, however, an arrangement was made whereby all 
hearings before the Public Utilities Commission and before the Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia are reported by two stenogra- 
phers working in conjunction, one in the employ of the Public Utilities 
Commission, the other in the employ of the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Few requests for copies of the transcripts of hearings were receiyed. 
Seventy-two folios were sold at cost resulting in a revenue of $3.60, 
which simi was deposited with the Collector of Taxes, D. C, as required 
by law. 

PERSONNEL. 

Under the arrangement for jointly reporting hearings it has been 
possible to dispense temporarily with a stenographer qualified to assist 
in the reporting work and to replace him by a stenographer qualified 
for general stenographic work and drawing a lower rate of pay. 

Due to the reduction of work in the Gas Inspection Bureau following 
the change of regulations it has been possible to employ part of the 
services of an assistant inspector of gas and meters on general work in 
this office, which has made possible the elimination of an equivalent 
clerical position.

BUREAU OF STATISTICS AND ACCOUNTS. 

J. G. Williams^ Statistician and Accountant. 

The duties of the bureau comprise the compiling of statistics, pre- 
scribing and auditing reports of the utilities to the commission, auditing 
the utilities' books and accounts, examining and filing the rates of 
utilities, and making special investigations into cases arising before the 
commission. 

STATISTICS AND ACCOUNTS. 

There appear in Appendix E tabulations of the statistics from the 
annual reports submitted under oath to the Commission by the utilities 
for the year ended December 31, 1915 ; a record of the gas and electric 
meters in use \n the District of Columbia, and a statement of the aflfairs 
and operations of the District Jitney Bus Company from August 9, 
191 5, to December 31, 191 5, in substance as complete as their meagre 
records allow. The table showing street railway mileage is divided into 
headings providing for the mileage of branches and spurs, line operated 
under contract, and new line constructed during the year. In Appendix 
G there is a table which shows statements of bonds sold under certifi- 
cates of authority issued by the Commission. 

During the year 191 4 the Commission directed all street railroads and 
street railroad corporations subject to its jurisdiction to keep their 
books, accounts, papers, and records, after December 31, 1914, in con- 
formity with the general instructions and text pertaining to accounts as 
published in the Uniform System of Accounts for Electric Railways, 
prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission, effective July i, 
1914. This Uniform System of Accounts presents a revised classifica- 
tion of operating revenue, operating expense, and road and equipment 
accounts, and a classification of income, profit and loss and general 
balance sheet accounts. 

The reports of street railroads and street railroad corporations to the 
Commission for this year have been rendered on forms prepared by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in accordance with and based 
upon this prescribed Uniform System. The form has been enlarged to 
include data required by the Public Utilities Law concerning the salaries 
•of officers, the wages paid to employees, and the maximum hours of 
continuous service required of each class and some data regarding the 
physical property of railways.

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The report of the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company to 
the Commission for this year has been rendered on a form prepared by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. The form is based upon the 
same classification, but arranged differently and treats each subject 
more in detail than the form prepared in 191 3 by this bureau. 

AUDITING ACCOUNTS OF UTILITIES. 

The annual reports for the year 1914, which were received and for- 
warded to Congress and published in the annual report of the Commis- 
sion, have been audited, and such specific examinations of utilities' 
tooks as were found necessary have been made. As stated in this 
l)ureau's report for last year, the completion of the valuations still in 
progress will immediately develop the necessity for more special inves- 
tigations and more frequent and more exhaustive audits. 

EXAMINING AND FILING RATES. 

Paragraph 25 of the Organic Act of the Commission requires that in 
addition to the schedule of rates 

" * * * every public utility shall file with and as a part 
of such schedule all rules and regulations that in any manner 
affect the rates * * * /' 

This bureau has endeavored to discover any existing practices of 
utilities not previously filed affecting rates and to secure the reduction 
of them to the form of rules and regulations for incorporation in the 
utilities' schedules. This has been done through numerous conferences 
with utility officers and personal investigation of complaints filed with 
the Commission. The personal method pursued has produced most 
satisfactory results among those who have filed complaints and has 
served almost invariably to bring about a better understanding for har- 
monious work with the utilities. 

Among the rates filed during the year, one that may be noted is the 
Cooking and Heating Schedule of the Potomac Electric Power Com- 
pany in which the charge for electricity after the first ten kilowatt hours' 
use is reduced from loc to 3c a kilowatt hour, and the minimum charge 
for two meters is reduced from $2.00 to $1.50 a month. 

Another is the general reduction in the rates of the Chesapeake and 
Potomac Telephone Company, embracing seven schedules, affecting 
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17,902 subscribers and effecting an annual decrease of $104,546.00 for 
telephone service, as follows :

SPECIAL INVESTIGATIONS. 

Special examination was made of data compiled by the Washington 
Gas Light Company showing the cost of installing gas service pipes 
during the year 191 5, and based thereon a new schedule of charges was 
prescribed by the Commission for payment by consumers of one-half 
the cost of installing such service pipes in accordance with P. U. C^ 
Order No. 119. These charges are given in Table 71, Appendix K. 

A special examination was made of the service of the Telephone 
Company. The object of the observations and tests was to determine 
whether the equipment, switchboard capacity, and the operating force 
were sufficient to handle the traffic at all times with reasonable facility. 

Tests were made primarily to show the elapsed time between taking 
down the receiver by the subscriber and the first answer by the operator. 

Tests were made on the following dates and hours : 

September 22, 23, 2"]^ 28, October 4, from 9 130 a. m. to 4 130 p. m. 

September 24, 28, from 7:00 to 10:00 p. m. 

Sunday, October 3, from 9 :oo a. m. to i :oo p. m.

The Wisconsin Railroad Commission's standard of efficiency pro- 
vides that 90% of all calls shall be aijiiwered in ten seconds or less. 
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Ninety-five additional observations showed the average time required 
to disconnect to be 3.6 seconds; 44 observations showed the elapsed 
time between the closing of one call and the response of the operator to 
the next call to be 4.9 seconds. 

CERTIFICATES OF AUTHORITY FOR THE ISSUE OF STOCK, BONDS, ETC, 

In the orders of the Commission heretofore issued, granting authority 
to the utilities to issue and sell bonds, there has been embodied a re- 
quirement to the effect that each utility shall report semi-annually to the 
Commission the sales of bonds, the prices at which sold, the amount 
realized, and the disposition of the proceeds from such sales. This in- 
formation is shown in the additional statistical table, Appendix G, with 
respect to — 

Order No. 51, February 18, 1914, authorizing the Capital Traction 
Company to sell $360,500 5 per cent 40-year bonds. 

Order No. 54, April 15, 1914, authorizing the Washington Railway 
and Electric Company to sell $1,000,000 4 per cent 50-year bondsi 

Order No. 116, October 12, 1914, authorizing the Potomac Electric 
Power Company to sell $271,000 5 per cent 30-year bonds. 

Order No. 123, November 19, 1914, authorizing the Washington Gas 
Light Company to sell $600,000 5 per cent 50-year bonds. 

On the applications for certificates of authority to issue stocks and 
bonds pending before the Commission at the beginning of the year, 
action has been taken as follows : 

Order No. 154, June 30, 191 5, authorizing th^ Washington and Mary- 
land Railway Company to issue $10,360 of common stock and $66,200 
6 per cent 30-year first mortgage bonds. 

Application of Metropolitan Coach Company to issue and sell 
$150,000 6 per cent first mortgage bonds was denied. 

Application of the City and Suburban Railway Company of Wash- 
ington to issue interest bearing obligation sufficient to realize $7,314.91. 
Upon being requested to inform the Commission with certainty the kind 
of obligations sought to be issued, the price to be obtained therefor, the 
rate of interest, the date of maturity, the security to be given, and any 
other material facts relating to the obligations, the company did not 
furnish the necessary reply. 

Application of the Washington Railway and Electric Company to 
issue $65[4,ooo of general improvement 6 per cent debenture bonds was 
granted to the amount of $353,000 by Order No. 143, March 23, 191 5. 
The company was dissatisfied with the order of the Commission and has 
filed a bill in equity in the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
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praying that the Commission be required to certify its consent to the 
issue of the whole amount applied for. 

During the year application was made by the Potomac Electric Power 
Company for authority to issue $495,000 6 per cent lo-year general im- 
provement debenture bonds for the purposes of extensions, additions, 
betterments, and improvements. Order No. 146 was issued April 14, 
191 5, authorizing the Potomac El^trip Power Company to issue and 
sell $79,500 of the bonds applied for. Appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the District of Colurnbia has been taken from that order, praying that 
the Commission be required to certify its consent to the issue of the 
whole amount applied for. 

Order No. 147 was issued April 23, 191 5, authorizing the sale by the 
Washington Railway and Electric Company of $13,500 6 per cent 10- 
year general improvement debenture bonds for relaying tracks on 
Upshur Street and aligning tracks to grade on Butternut Street. 

VALUATIONS. 

Order No. 144, April 2, 191 5, has been issued finding the value of the 
Terminal Taxicab Company. 

Order No. 145, April 2, 191 5, has been issued finding the value of 
the Washington and Maryland Railway Company. 

Order No. 157, July 21, 1915, has been issued finding the value of the 
Barnett Taxicab Company. 

Order No. 158, July 2j, 191 5, has been issued finding the value of the 
Federal Taxicab Company and the Auto Livery Company.

A valuation of the Union Transfer Company has been made and will 
be brought up for hearing by the Commission in due course. 
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BUREAU OF TRANSIT AND EQUIPMENT INSPECTION. 

J. Kappeyne, Engineer. 

The duties of this bureau comprise supervision of the schedules of 
and service furnished by the transportation utilities, inspection of their 
equipment, tracks and other construction, investigation of complaints 
of* service and equipment, and investigation of accidents. 

PERSONNEL. 

On December lo, 191 5, Mr. H. C. Eddy, engineer of the Commission 
since its creation, severed his relation with the Commission and was 
succeeded by Mr. J. Kappeyne of the Valuation Bureau. 

SERVICE. 

The bureau has kept itself informed of the service furnished by, and 
the maintenance of schedules of the transportation companies. A total 
of 1305 observations of traffic were made on the several transportation 
lines. While many of these observations were made in connection with 
the investigation of complaints of inadequate service, the great ma- 
jority were made on the initiative of the bureau for the purpose of as- 
certaining from time to time the adequacy of the service rendered.

Through correspondence and conferences with the officials of the 
street railway companies, improved service has been secured on many 

19 
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lines, resulting in an increase in the number of cars operated during the 
rush hours. 

The bureau has continued to observe and make records of general 
conditions of service, such as the proper display of car signs, proper 
heating and ventilation, cleanliness, and other matters of operation. 

Consideration was given by the Commission at a formal hearing to a 
request from The Capital Traction Company for authority to construct 
and operate certain extensions and additions to its lines south on 17th 
Street, thence east on I and H Streets, terminating in loops connecting 
with the company's present tracks on 7th Street and Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue. Although the construction of several loops and minor connections 
seemed desirable, the request as a whole was denied by the Commission 
by Order No. 153. 

The Commission received a request from The Capital Traction Com- 
pany for the suspension of Section 13 of Order No. 21, "In the 
Matter of Regulations for the Operation and Equipment of Street Rail- 
way Cars in the District of Columbia," the company contending that 
trains of two small cars could not be operated economically with two 
conductors as required by the said section, and that the safety of the 
public does not require more than one conductor. The Commission 
issued Order No. 141, dated March 5, 1915, directing that Section 13 of 
said Order No. 21 be suspended until July i, 191 5. During this period 
observations were made of the operation of trains of two small open 
cars, and records kept by the bureau and by the railway company of the 
accidents occurring on these cars were analyzed. The conclusion was 
reached that the operation of small single-truck open cars in trains of 
two cars each with a single conductor in charge of the train is not a 
menace to public safety, and the Commission issued Order No. 152, per- 
mitting the operation of such trains. 

The Metropolitan Coach Company went into the hands of receivers 
on June 25, 1915, and was operated by the receivers until August 11, 
191 5> when it ceased operation altogether. 

In Order No. 160 the Commission expressed the opinion that motor 
vehicles operating over defined routes are engaged in the business of 
common carriers within the meaning of the Public Utilities Law and 
are, therefore, within the jurisdiction of the Commission. Various 
traffic observations on "jitney" lines were then made, and many applica- 
tions for permission to operate "jitney" lines received and granted. 
Most lines ceased operation by the end of the year. 

Summaries of the daily reports of all interruptions of traffic of tea 
minutes or more submitted by the railway companies are shown in Ap- 
pendix I. 
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EQUIPMENT. 

Inspections of rolling stock operated by the various transportation 
utilities have been made involving 3,341 car inspections. Inspections of 
safety appliances, such as fenders, wheel guards, etc., were made at 
irregular intervals on cars in actual operation at the terminals of the 
lines. Complete inspections of cars were made at the bams. 

In general, the maintenance of the equipment operated by the various 
transportation companies has improved during the year.

Additional equipment has been acquired by the Washington, Balti- 
more and Annapolis Electric Railroad Company consisting of 5 steel 
motor passenger cars, the design of which had been previously ap- 
proved by the Commission. 

The Washington Railway and Electric Company acquired one new 
locomotive for use at their power plant, the design of which was also 
approved by the Commission, and converted two single-truck closed 
cars into sand cars. 

Both the Washington Railway and Electric Company and The Capital 
Traction Company equipped with motormen's seats all double-truck 
passenger cars which are provided with air brakes. 

The ventilation equipment of the center-entrance type cars of the 
Washington Railway and Electric Company has been remodeled. 

Various improvements have been instituted by the Washington Rail- 
way and Electric Company in their car shop and paint shop, facilitating 
the maintenance of their rolling stock. 

The co-operation of the transportation companies in the adjustment 
of many matters relating to equipment and service has been of material 
assistance to the Commission. 

Simimaries of equipment inspections made by the bureau are shown 
in Appendix I.

22 ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION. 

TRACK, LINE, AND ROADWAY. 

Several improvements in the maintenance of track, line, and roadway 
have been made by the transportation companies, such as the laying of 
new rails on Upshur Street and Butternut Street, the reconstruction of 
part of the underground construction on U Street, the changing from 
surface construction to underground slotted conduit construction of the 
tracks on Nichols Avenue from Anacostia Bridge to Talbert Street, and 
the ballasting of the Cabin John Line. Also various pieces of special 
work have been partly or entirely renewed. On Bladensburg Road 
from Alt. Olivet Cemetery to the District Line, pole and overhead line 
construction has been partly renewed. 

Extensions ordered by Congress or this Commissioo during the year 
1914 have been completed and put into operation on the following lines : 
On Portland Street from Nichols Avenue to 4th Street, on 14th Street 
from F Street to Pennsylvania Avenue, and on Water Street near 14th 
Street. 

Work was started, but not completed, on the exteusion of track on 
Nichols Avenue from Alabama Avenue to Upsal Street. 

Various additional tracks have been installed near the Tennallytown 
barn for storing unused single-truck cars, necessitated by the demolish- 
ing of the old Tennallytown car barn. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The reports of accidents required and the purpose of investigating 
accidents were described in the report for 191 3. Only such accidents 
are investigated as appear to involve conditions which can be improved 
by the action of the Commission, and the investigation is carried no 
farther than is necessary to disclose these conditions. 

During the year, 1731 accidents resulting in personal injury or loss of 
life to 1805 persons were reported to the Commission in connection with 
the operation and maintenance of all public utilities coming under the 
jurisdiction of the Commission. Of these accidents, 87 were investi- 
gated by the bureau.

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GAS INSPECTION BUREAU. 

E. G. RuNYAN^ Inspector of Gas and Meters, 

The duties of this bureau comprise testing and sealing all gas meters 
to be installed by the gas utilities, inspecting and testing gas meters upon 
request of consumers, investigating the quality and pressure of the gas 
furnished, and verifying the statements of all gas meters in use in all 
buildings and offices occupied by the District Government and certify- 
ing to the correctness of the accounts rendered for the use of gas. 

The gas supplied by the two companies is a mixture of coal gas and 
carburetted water gas in varying proportions. 

During the year there has been no change in the location of the four 
testing stations of the bureau ; nor in the gas holders and manufacturing 
plants of the gas utilities. These locations were given in detail in the 
report for 1914. The practice of former years of making daily tests 
of the gas at each testing station was continued during the year. 

REGULATIONS. 

The regulations relative to the quality and pressure of gas and the 
testing of gas meters are the same as those in force during the last four 
months of 19 14 and were given in detail in the report for that year. 

HEATING VALUE. 

Washington Gas Light Company. — ^A total of 491 official calorimetric 
tests of the gas supplied by the Washington Gas Light Company gave a 
mean of 637.3 British thermal units per cubic foot of gas. 

Georgetown Gas Light Company. — 302 official calorimetric tests of 
the gas'supplied by this company gave a mean of 637.2 British thermal 
units per cubic foot of gas. 

For the results by months of the tests of heating value, see Tables 62 
and 63, Appendix K. 

While the regulations contain no requirements in regard to illuminat- 
ing power, occasional tests for cancile power were made, showing a 
mean of 19.08 candles for the Washington Gas Light Company's prod- 
uct and 18.12 for the gas manufactured by the Georgetown Gas Light 
Company.

METER TESTING. 



During the year a total of 15,992 meter tests were made by the bu- 
reau, 14,567 being supervisory tests and 1,425 referee tests. Of the 
supervisory tests 3,785 were of new meters and 10,782 of repaired 
meters. Of the referee tests 1,145 were made at the request of con- 
sumers and 280 at the request of the gas utilities. 

See Tables 69 and 70, Appendix K, for the results of these test« 
Table 24, Appendix E, shows number of meters in use. 

The gas regulations provide that every gas meter shall be tested by 
either this bureau or the gas utilities at least once in five years and this 
office is keeping records which will show whether this regulation is 
being complied with. The bureau makes the original records of tests 
of meters by the bureau or under its supervision, but this is not the 
case with tests made by the utilities as provided by the regulations and 
not under the supervision of the bureau. Meters thus tested by the 
utilities and found to be incorrect come before the bureau because after 
repair they must be tested and sealed by the bureau before being placed 
in service again, but meters thus tested and found to be correct may be 
put back in service immediately, and hence the bureau has no record of 
such tests. In order that the bureau's records of the tests made on all 
meters will be complete, therefore, the gas utilities are required to re- 
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port to the bureau once a month all tests made by them in which the 
meters were found to register correctly. During the year 6,985 tests of 
meters were thus reported. This number added to the number of tests 
made by the bureau make a total of 22ffj7 tests during the year. As the 
total number of meters in service is approximately 75,000, the ntmiber 
of tests during the year is shown to be considerably in excess of one- 
fifth the number of meters in service. 

On September i, 1914, the effective date of the regulations for gas 
service, a card system of records of meter inspections was installed. 
Each meter is represented by a card in this file bearing the meter 
identification number, and there is entered on these cards the date of 
each test and the number of the seal, and whether the test was made by 
the bureau or by the utility. This file thus provides in ready form a 
brief history of each meter and at the same time is an index to the full 
record of the tests.

This sum has been deposited with the Collector of Taxes, pistrict of 
Columbia, as required by law. 

Under the regulations in force prior to September i, 191 4, the in- 
spection fee for each test of a new meter of whatever size was 50 cents, 
for each test of a repaired meter, 20 cents, and for each test of a referee 
meter, 50 cents. The fees prescribed in the present regulations resulted 
in a reduction of $2,588.00 in fees collected for new and repaired me- 
ters, and an increase of $2.50 in fees for referee meters, making a net 
decrease of $2,585.50 in inspection fees collected during the year. 

During the year an earnest eflfort was made to give each assistant in 
the bureau, who was not already experienced in all lines of the work, 
an opportunity to become familiar with the details of actual gas and 
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meter testing, thus rendering the force more flexible and increasing its 
efficiency. 

At the time the present regulations went into eflfect extensive changes 
were made in the fnethods of keeping and reporting office records by in- 
troducing loose-leaf ledgers, vertical filing cases, and simplified forms 
for recording complaints. These new methods have now been in 
actual use during one calendar year with the result of bringing the of- 
fice files in line with modern practice and, furthermore, enabling one of 
the inspectors of the bureau to be used on general work of the Commis- 
sion during a large part of his time since July i, 191 5. 

GAS-MAIN EXTENSIONS. 

Regulations for the extension of gas mains and gas services were 
given in full in the report for 1914, together with the table of charges 
prescribed for laying gas service pipe for the following year. In the 
report of the Bureau of Statistics and Accounts for the current year 
appears a reference to the charges for the calendar year 1916. These 
charges are given in Table 71, Appendix K. 
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ELECTRICAL INSPECTION BUREAU. 

J. P. ScHRODT^ Inspector of Electric Meters. 

The duties of this bureau comprise the inspection of types of electric 
meters proposed to be used by the electric lighting company; testing 
and sealing all electric meters to be installed by the electric lighting com- 
pany ; ascertaining the accuracy of all apparatus for the testing of elec- 
tric meters; inspecting and testing electric meters upon complaint of 
consumers with a view to having them corrected or removed from the 
premises by the electric lighting company; investigating the efficiency 
of the electric supply system, the current supplied, and the lamps fur- 
nished by the electric lighting company; inspecting the types of taxi- 
meters proposed to be used by the various taxicab companies ; testing, 
sealing, and marking all taximeters to be used by the taxicab companies, 
inspecting and testing taximeters upon complaint of consimiers with a 
view to having them corrected or removed by the taxicab companies ; 
all in accordance with the regulations of the Commission. 

After a thorough study of the subject, regulations governing electric 
service and the inspection and testing of watthour meters were com- 
piled. These regulations were adopted January 30, 191 5, becoming ef- 
fective February 15, 1915. They appear in full as Order No. 139 in 
Formal Case No. 29 in Appendix C of this report. It is not practicable, 
under any reasonable expenditure of funds for this bureau, to inspect, 
test, and seal each electric meter before it is installed on consumer's 
premises, as is done in the case of gas meters, because the testing of an 
electric meter involves a large mmiber of measurements and therefore 
consumes much time. Installation tests are required to be made by the 
utilities. The regulations require that meters be located properly with 
respect to their safety, accessibility, and proximity to other meters ; that 
meters be tested by the utilities after installation and at frequent inter- 
vals thereafter or upon the complaint of a consimier; that meters be 
tested by the bureau upon complaint of consumers ; that tests of meters 
shall be made in accordance with specified rules and by comparison with 
standard instrimients ; that monthly reports to the Commission be made 
by the utilities stating the number of meters tested and the results of 
the tests ; that a specified fee be charged for each test made by the bu- 
reau ; that all factors used for the calculation of monthly bills rendered 
to consimiers be shown on bills ; and that variation of voltage on light- 
ing and power circuits be confined within specified limits. 

29 
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No approval specifications for electric meters have been adopted 
pending the completion by the Bureau of Standards of its circular on 
"Standards for Electric Service." The Commission has kept in close 
touch with the preparation of this circular with a view to adopting the 
approval specifications contained therein. 

The standard instruments of the Commission are tested frequently 
at the Bureau of Standards. These instruments are used in making 
regular monthly tests on the secondary standards of the lighting com- 
pany at its laboratory and in the testing of meters by the bureau upon 
complaint of consumers. The secondary s,tandards of the utilities, 
against which their working standards are checked, are tested periodi- 
cally at the Bureau of Standards. The monthly comparison of the 
Commission's standards with the secondary standards of the utilities 
thus furnishes an additional check on the working instruments of the 
Commission and of the utilities. 

Table 25, Appendix E, shows number of meters in use.

VOLTAGE SURVEY. 

On April 29, 191 5, a plan was approved for making a voltage survey 
of the commercial lighting and power circuits in the District of Colum- 
bia for the purpose of determining whether the Potomac Electric 
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Power Company was maintaining voltage on the circuits' within the 
limits prescribed by the Commission's regulations. 

The field work on this survey was started July 13, 1915, and com- 
pleted December 4, 191 5, during which period observations were made 
at 66 stations throughout the District. A general summary of this sur- 
vey is under preparation at the close of the year and this, with the Com- 
mission's action thereon, will form a part of the 1916 report. 

ELECTROLYSIS SURVEY. . 

During the latter part of the year information was obtained which 
indicated that it would be advisable to make a study of the electrical 
conditions in the District of Columbia for the purpose of determining 
whether material damage is being caused by electrolysis, and if so to 
make a study of such conditions. The various utilities interested were 
informed that it was the Commission's intention to make such a study 
in the early part of 1916. 

TAXIMETER INSPECTION. 

The Commission having assumed jurisdiction over the various taxi- 
cab companies, the testing, sealing, and marking of all taximeters was 
transferred from the office of the Superintendent of Weights, Meas- 
ures, and Markets of the District of Columbia to this bureau on Feb- 
ruary 12, 191 5. After an investigation of the regulations in force in 
other cities, and a study of the local conditions, a draft of regulations 
was prepared covering the testing and use of taximeters in the District 
of Columbia. These were discussed at a public hearing, and regulations 
were finally adopted August 9, 191 5, becoming eflfective September i, 
191 5. These regulations appear in full as Order No. 159, in Formal 
Case No. 34 in Appendix C of this report. They require that all taxi- 
meters be tested, sealed, and marked before being placed in service ; that 
no meter with an error of more than 3% nor a meter which is not in 
good condition be allowed in service ; that meters be tested at least once 
each year and such tests conform to certain testing rules ; that meters 
be tested upon complaint of consumers ; that a fee of 50c be charged for 
each meter tested, except those tested upon complaint of consumers, 
which are tested without fee; that meters be properly located and 
equipped with taximeter lights ; that the operating transmission of the 
meters be inspected at least once each year ; that the taxicab companies 
keep a record of the meters in use and the taxicabs on which they are 
installed; that the meters be marked plainly with the diameter of the 
wheel for which they are to be used ; and that they shall be operated by 
the front wheel of the taxicab. 
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All new and repaired meters are tested, sealed, and marked at the 
meter repair shop of the Terminal Taxicab Company, where a labora- 
tory is maintained for this purpose. The testing equipment there allows 
the meter to be operated by an electric motor so as to register any given 
amount while the revolutions of the meter spindle are recorded on a 
revolution counter. From the revolutions of the meter spindle per mile 
and the amounts registered on the meter the accuracy of the distance 
registered is calculated. The waiting time accuracy of the meter is ob- 
tained by a comparison of the waiting time registration of the meter 
with a standard timepiece. The taximeters are also tested under serv- 
ice conditions by operating the taxicab over a standard mile course or 
by revolving the wheel which operates the meter. A mile course has 
been measured off on the roadway in Potomac Park, east, and markers 
have been set at each one-quarter mile.

Opinion of the Commission. 

The Public Utilities Commission on its own initiative investigated the practices 
adopted by the several utilities in the District of Columbia for protection against 
loss due to non-payment of bills by their customers. It was found that all utili- 
ties requiring deposits did not pay the same rate of interest thereon, in one case 
five per cent being paid on such deposits, in another case four per cent, and in still 
another no interest was being paid. 

The Commission is of the opinion that, since these deposits are available by the 
utilities for use in the transaction of their affairs, a reasonable rate of return 
should be paid thereon by the utilities, and the customers of whom the deposits 
are required are entitled to a reasonable rate of return thereon; and the Com- 
mission is further of the opinion that five per cent is a reasonable rate of in- 
terest in such cases. It is, therefore. 

Ordered: (i) That, whenever a deposit is required of a customer by a utility,, 
interest at the rate of five per cent be paid thereon during the time that the 
deposit is retained by the utility. 

(2) That this order take effect May i, 191 5, and continue in force until changed 
or abrogated by further order of the Commission.

Opinion of the Commission. 

Section 2 .of "An Act to amend an Act to authorize the Baltimore and Washing- 
ton Transit Company, of Maryland (now the Washington and Maryland Rail- 
way Company), to enter the District of Columbia, approved June eighth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six" reads in part as follows : 

"Provided, That if electric power propulsion is used upon said extension 
or on any other portion of the Hne or lines of said company no portion of 
the electrical circuit shall be through the earth, but a return circuit of 
proper capacity and located similarly to the feed-wire circuit shall be pro- 
vided for the electrical current, and that wherever the trolley system is used 
each car shall be provided with a double trolley, and that no earth connec- 
tion shall be made with any dynamo furnishing power for the road." 
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The Commission received a letter from the Washington and Maryland Railway 
Company dated January 11. 1915, stating that a portion of its transformer equip- 
ment was disabled and requesting authority to connect with the grounded circuit 
of the Washington Railway and Electric Company, adding that the connection is 
purely an emergency one to be used until repairs can be made. The Commission 
authorized this temporary arrangement by letter dated January 13, 191 5. 

The Commission has repeatedly written to the Washington and Maryland Rail- 
way Company since that date, reminding the company that the authority was for 
temporary use only of the grounded circuit, granted because of the emergency 
existing, and requesting that the Commission be informed of the date on which 
the company expected to resume operation by a non-grounded circuit in com- 
pliance with law. 

No satisfactory reply having been received, and it being the opinion of the 
Commission that a continued operation of the Washington and Maryland Rail- 
way Company by a grounded circuit is in violation of the above-mentioned law, 
which law this Commission is required by the Pubic Utilities Law to enforce, 
it is 

Ordered, That the Washington and Maryland Railway Company make the nec- 
essary changes in its equipment and commence operation by a non-grounded cir- 
cuit on or before June i, 191 5.

Brownlow, Commissioner: Under authority of the Law and Regulations Re- 
lating to Street Traffic in the District of Columbia and of licenses duly issued by 
the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, certain persons, firms, and cor- 
porations have undertaken the operation of motor busses and other motor ve- 
hicles along certain defined routes in the District of Columbia for the transporta- 
tion of persons for hire. 

If now appears to the Commission that the motor bus and motor vehicle service 
has become established as an important means of transportation to the public. 

The Public Utilities Law defines the term "common carrier" as follows : 

"The term 'common carrier' when used in this section includes express 
companies and every corporation, street railroad corporation, company, 
association, joint stock cofnpany or association, partnership, and person, 
their lessees, trustees, or receivers, appointed by any court whatsoever, 
owning, operating, controlling, or managing any agency or agencies for 
public use for the conveyance of persons or property within the District 
of Columbia for hire." 
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The Commission is of the opinion that this provision of law includes any 
person, firm, or corporation operating any public motor-bus or motor vehicle for 
hire or for the transportation of passengers in the District of Columbia with suffi- 
cient regularity to enable the public to take passage therein at any point inter- 
mediate to the stable or stand of such vehicle or operating such vehicle over a 
route sufficiently definite to enable the public to ascertain the streets and avenues 
on which such vehicles can be found en route. 

In pursuance of this opinion and of all the facts developed the Commission de- 
cides that the following named persons, firms, or corporations, operating motor 
busses or motor vehicles over defined routes in the District of Columbia are 
engaged in the business of common carriers within the meaning of the Public 
Utilities Law and are therefore within the jurisdiction of the Public Utilities 
Commission :

Ordered: (i) That the above-named individuals and corporations and such 
other individuals and corporations as now or may hereafter engage in the busi- 
ness of common carriers described above shall comply with all the requirements 
of the Public Utilities Law applicable to them.

By the Commission. 

From the evidence adduced at the formal hearing held on the 25th and 26th 
^ays of August, 1915, and from the charters of the Washington Railway and 
Electric Company and the Potomac Electric Power Co., it appears that the Wash- 
ington Railway and Electric Company is a street railway corporation existing 
under authority of certain acts of Congress ; it is composed of street railway 
companies that were merged into the present company in pursuance of the Act 
of Congress of June 5, 1900, and other companies, the property of which it con- 
trols and uses under stock ownership. It conducts a street railway business in the 
District of Columbia, and by its subsidiary companies extends into adjacent dis- 
tricts of the State of Maryland. 

The Potomac Electric Power Co. is an electric corporation organized under 
Chapter 18, sub-chapter 4 of the Code of Law for the District of Columbia ; it is 
engaged in the manufacture and sale of electric current for power, heat, light, 
etc., in the District of Columbia and the adjacent districts of Maryland. 

The Boards of Directors of the two companies are practically identical. The 
principal officers of the two companies are the same, and the Vice-President and 
Comptroller in charge of the finances and accounts of both companies is the same 
person. 

Section 3 of the Act of Congress, approved June 5, 1900,' provides : 

"That the railway company may acquire and hold shares of the capital 
stock or other securities of any Company supplying or under contract to 
supply electric power in the operation of its railway to it, or to any of the 
corporations whose shares of stock or whose property and franchises it is 
authorized to acquire under this Act ; and as a part of any contract for the 
supply of said power, the said Railway Company may * * * guarantee 
the securities of any such power company, but in no event shall said rail- 
way corporation be authorized to receive a transfer of the property or 
franchises of such electric power company." 

Under authority of the preceding section the railway company acquired and 
holds all of the shares of the capital stock of the power company. 

On June 23, 1906, the two companies entered into a written agreement, the 
provisions of which that are material for consideration at this time are : 

(a) That the power company shall proceed with the construction of an addi- 
tional power house * * * in the city of Washington * * * and equip 
the same with electrical machinery. 
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(b) That the railway company at its option shall have the preferential right to* 
receive from the power company so»much of the electrical energy supplied (as) 
* ♦ * may be needed by the railway company for the operation of its rail- 
ways, or any of them, or the railways of any company controlled by it upon pay- 
ment of the 

1. actual cost to the power company of producing such electrical energy; 

2. inclusive of interest at the rate of six per cent (6%) per annum upon the 
property of the power company employed in such production; 

3- together with a profit at such rate as may be agreed upon from time to time 
between said parties or, failing such agreement, at the rate of ten per cent (io%) 
upon such cost of production. 

(c) The railway company guarantees the payment of principal and interest of 
each one of a series of bonds amounting to $7,000,000 to be issued by the power 
company. 

It appears from the testimony adduced at the hearing : 

(a) That the power company constructed and owns the power plant with its 
machinery ; 

(b) That the railway company guaranteed the bonds of the power company as 
they were issued; 

(c) That the railway company receives power from the power company needed 
for the operation of its railways, the railways controlled by it, and in addition 
thereto a quantity of power which the railway company sells to other companies 
not owned or controlled by it and appropriates the revenue therefrom ; 

(d) That the amount paid by the railway company to the power company for 
such power as is received by it is a proportion of the actual cost to the power 
company of producing such electrical energy; 

(e) That the amount paid does not include the six per cent (6%) interest upon 
the property of the power company employed in such production ; 

(/) That the amount paid does not include any profit, which was to have been 
agreed upon from time to time between the parties, nor the ten per cent (10%) 
upon such cost of production which is stipulated to be charged in the event of a 
failure of the parties to agree upon a rate of profit. 

It appears that the above arrangement for the receipt of and payment for 
power now in effect is substantially the arrangement which has been in effect 
since the signing of the agreement, and that the terms of the agreement in those 
particulars have never been complied with. 

With respect to the agreement and the present arrangement for complying with 
it, it is contended on the part of the companies : 

(a) That it is a valid and binding agreement; 

(&) That the present agreement is a modification of the agreement's terms 
acquiesced in by the parties ; 

(c) That the present arrangement is an equitable execution of the agreement; 
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(d) That the action of the railway company in guaranteeing the bonds of the 
power company and rendering it other financial aid is and should be considered a 
substitute for the payment of interest on the property used in the production of 
power and the profit on the cost of production ; 

(e) That the agreement is one concerned with the exchange of facilities be- 
tween utilities upon agreed terms and conditions ; 

(/) That such arrangement because agreed to by the utilities as parties i^ not^ 
under the provisions of paragraph 3 of the Public Utilities Act, subject to review 
or regulation by the Commission. 

The agreement requires the railway company to guarantee the issue of bonds 
and to pay a specific price for power received. It has guaranteed the bonds ; it 
has not paid the specific price for power. Under th^ evidence so far before the 
Commission the contention cannot be sustained that the guarantee of the bonds 
is a complete fulfillment of the guarantee requirement and the price requirement 
too. Both things are required to be done by the agreement. 

An examination of section 3 of the act of Congress, approved June 5, 1900, 
establishes by clear hnplication the relation which Congress intended may be 
maintained between the railway company and the power company. And that is 
that the railway company "may acquire * ♦ * shares of the capital stock 
♦ ♦ * of any company, supplying or under contract to supply electric power 
in the operation of its railway to it or to any of the corporations whose * * ♦ 
stock * * ♦ property and franchises it is authorized to acquire under this 
Act." There the slock acquisition of the railway company is distinctly limited 
to companies supplying or under contract to supply power in the operation of its 
railway to it or any of its subsidiaries. And in the section it is further said, 
"♦ ♦ * as a part of any contract for the supply of said* power" the rail- 
way company may exchange its stock and securities with the power company and 
guarantee the bonds of the power company. ^The words "said power" refer to 
power described in the preceding part of the section as*power supplied "in the 
operation of its railway to it or any of the corporations" its subsidiaries in the 
operation of their railways. Nowhere in the section is the railway company au- 
thorized to (contract for or purchase power to sell to other companies, nor for 
any other purposes than the operation of its and its subsidiaries' railways. This 
view is borne out by the concluding part of the section, which provides that "in 
no event shall said railway corporation be authorized to receive a transfer of the 
property or franchises of such electric power company." From this latter part of 
the section it is perfectly fair to conclude that Congress did not intend that the 
railway company should exercise such ownership and proprietorship over the 
power company as to receive more power than is necessary for the operation of 
its railways, sell it to others and appropriate the revenues therefrom to its own 
uses. 

It therefore appears that the present arrangement of selling power to others 
by the railway company is ultra vires the authority conferred upon the railway 
company by the act of Congress. Since by paragraph 4 of the Public Utilities 
Law the Commission is charged "to require and compel every public utility to 
comply with the provisions of * * * all laws of the United States applicable, 
♦ ♦ ♦ and to conform to the duties upon it thereby imposed or by the pro- 
visions of its own charter," it is therefore the opinion of this Commission that it 
is its duty to require and compel the discontinuance of this practice. 
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The companies so strenuously contended that the present arrangement, by rea- 
son of the agreement of the parties thereto, is, according to the provisions of 
paragraph 3 of the Public Utilities Law, not subject to any revision or regulation 
by the Commission that it is thought proper to notice that contention. 

A synopsis of the paragraph adds to the clearness of its meaning ; it provides : 

That every public utility doing business in the District of Columbia, having any 
equiiJment, shall for a reasonable compensation permit the use of that equipment 
by any other public utility 

(i) whenever public convenience and necessity require such use and such use 
will not result in 

(2) irreparable injury to the owners or other users of such equipment, nor 

(3) in any substantial detriment to the service to be rendered by such owners 
or other users. 

It further provides: 

That in case of failure to agree upon the use, the conditions or compensation 
for the use, any public utility or any person interested may submit the matter to 
the Commission, who shall investigate the facts and ascertain whether 

(i) the public convenience and necessity require such use; 

(2) whether it would result in irreparable injury to the owners or users, or 

(3) whether it would result in any substantial detriment to the service to be 
rendered 

and thereupon direct the use to be permitted and the conditions and compensation 
therefor. 

From this it is seen that Congress intended by this paragraph to require every 
public utility in the District of Columbia to allow the use of its equipment by 
another public utility, under certain circumstances, if and whenever the judgment 
of this Commission determines that public convenience and necessity require it. 
And if one utility refuses the use or fails to agree with another as to the condi- 
tions and compensation for such use this Commission is the administrative ma- 
chinery for requiring the use v and determining conditions and compensation 
therefor. ^ 

It is to be implied from the words of the paragraph that within the limits of 
the joint use required thereby the two utilities may agree between themselves as 
to satisfactory conditions and compensations for the use of the equipment. It 
must be understood, however, in allowing this freedom of action to the utilities 
concerned that Congress assumed that each utility would act for its own advan- 
tage and at arm's length and that the resulting agreement would represent a 
compromise fair to both parties. Here one board of directors acts for both 
companies, and the agreement may be for the interest of one at the expense of 
the other as policy or necessity may require, and the resulting arrangement may 
not fairly represent conflicting interests. Because it is provided therein that the 
Commission shall require the use and fix the compensation when utilities fail to 
agree upon it, it is not a fair interpretation of the paragraph to say that because 
the utlities have agreed to a use and compensation the Commission is thereby 
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precluded from the exercise of any judgment no matter how unjust to the public 
the agreed use or compensation may be. Nor can it be considered that when 
under the provisions of paragraph 82* one public utility may rent facilities from 
another for a reasonable rental the Commission is precluded by an agreement 
between them from inquiring into the reasonableness of such rental, especially 
when one contracting utility owns all the stock of the other and their boards of 
directors are the same. 

It is an ingenious argument to say that such agreements oust the Commission of 
jurisdiction, and similar arguments have been invoked many times to the distor- 
tion of the evident intent of statutes, but the framers of this law have provided 
against this very interpretation and have said in paragraph 92 these words : 

"Where any specific power or authority is given the Commission by the 
provisions of this section the enumeration thereof shall not be held to ex- 
clude or impair any power or authority otherwise in this section conferred 
on said Commission." 

And the framers further say that the provisions of the Act are not to be con- 
strued strictly as against the Commission, but "interpreted and construed liberally 
in order to accomplish the purposes thereof." (Par. 92.) 

The spirit and letter of the Public Utilities Law charge the Commission with 
ascertaining and keeping itself informed as to the manner and method in which » 
the business of every public utility is conducted. It is charged with supervision 
and regulation of the utility's organization, franchises, property, finances, ac- 
counting, rates, operation, and its compliance with every law applicable to it, in- 
cluding the provisions of its own charter. It is armed with ample inquisitorial 
powers to obtain information in any detail, and it is believed that just this sort 
of an arrangement is one which it is intended it should investigate and correct if 
necessary. 

In view of the foregoing it appears to the Commission from the evidence so far 
adduced : 

(a) That the joint operative arrangement between these two companies is 
merely a device to cover what is in reality a sale of electric energy by the Poto- 
mac Electric Power Co. to the Washington Railway and Electric Company. 

(b) That the sale of electric energy by the Washington Railway and Electric 
Company is ultra vires its authority and should be discontinued. 

(c) That the sale of this electric energy by the Potomac Electric Power Co. at 
rates not in accordance with the rates on file with the Commission, and for the 
compensation testified to, is unjust, unjustly discriminatory, and preferential and 
should be discontinued. 

The premises considered, it is the present opinion of the Commission from the 
evidence now before it that the following plan should be carried out, pending the 
complete returns from the valuation of these companies: 

(i) That the Washington Railway and Electric Company be ordered to discon- 
tinue the sale of power and the appropriation of the revenue therefrom. 

(2) That the Washington Railway and Electric Company be ordered, until fur- 
ther notice, to pay the Potomac Electric Power Co. for the power used by it and 
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its subsidiary railways in the operation of their railways a reasonable compensa- 
tion; and that said reasonable compensation be the compensation stated in the 
contract of 1906, namely: .^ 

"the actual cost to the Power Company of producing such electrical en- 
ergy, inclusive of interest at the rate of six per cent (6%) per annum upon 
the property of the Power Company employed in such production, together 
with a profit -at such rate as may be agreed on from time to time between 
said parties, or, failing such agreement, at the rate of ten per cent (10%) 
upon such cost of production," 

and that the Washington Railway and Electric Company be ordered to pro-rate 
the amount so paid among the Washington Railway and Electric Company and 
its subsidiary companies in proportion to the car mileage of each. 

(3) That the Potomac Electric Power Co. be ordered to file with the Commis- 
sion rates for the sale of power to all other utilities than the Washington Rail- 
way and Electric Company and it subsidiaries. 

(4) That the Potomac Electric Power Co. be ordered to charge to railway 
companies other than the Washington Railway and Electric Company the sched- 
uled rates for the power furnished them ; collect the revenue therefrom and in- 
clude such revenue in their revenues under the prescribed accounts. 

(5) That the Potomac Electric Power Co. be ordered to reduce its rates to 
consumers other than public utilities by an amount that will offset the increased 
amount received from public utilities by reason of these proposed orders. 

It is the opinion of the Commission that the Washington Railway and Electric 
Company and the Potomac Electric Power Co. should be given an opportunity 
at a further public formal hearing to show cause, if aiiy they have, why orders in 
conformity with this opinion should not be made by the Commission^ and to pre- 
sent the reasons, if any they have, for any change or modification in the orders 
hereinafter suggested which they believe in justice should be made, and an oppor- 
tunity to present such evidence on their own behalf, in these regards, as they 
may be advised. 

It is therefore 

Ordered, That a copy of this opinion be served on the Washington Railway 
and Electric Company and the Potomac Electric Power Co. on or before the 
4th day of September, 1915. 

Ten days after such service the Commission will set a time and place for a 
hearing and investigation of the matters aforesaid and for the consideration of 
the orders hereinafter suggested, at which formal hearing will be again consid- 
ered the evidence heretofore adduced at the hearings of August 25 and 26, 1915, 
and opportunity again afforded for the cross-examination of the witnesses who 
testified at said hearing, and such further evidence taken as may be presented by 
the Commission and by the Washington Railway and Electric Company or Poto- 
mac Electric Power Co. and any other person or corporation interested. 

It is further ordered that at said hearing the Washington Railway and Electric 
Company and the Potomac Electric Power Co. shall be required to show cause, if 
any they or either of them have, 
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(i) Why the Washington Railway and Electric Company should not be ordered 
to discontinue the sale of electric energy and the appropriation of the revenue 
therefrom ; 

(2) Why the Washington Railway and Electric Company should not, until fur- 
ther notice, be ordered to pay to the Potomac Electric Power Co. for the power 
used by it and its subsidiary railways for the operation of the same the compensa- 
tion agreed upon in the contract between the said companies, dated the 23d day 
of June, 1906, to wit: 

"the actual cost to the Power Company of producing such electrical en- 
ergy, inclusive of interest at the rate of six per cent (6%) per annum upon 
the property of the Power Company employed in such production, together 
with a profit at such rate as may be agreed on from time to time between 
said parties, or, failing such agreement, at the rate of ten per cent (10%) 
upon such cost of production," 

and why this amount so paid should not be pro-rated among the Washington 
Railway and Electric Company and its subsidiary companies in proportion to the 
car mileage of each. 

(3) Why the Potomac Electric Power Co. should not be ordered to file with 
this Commission rates for the sale of power to all other utilities than the Wash- 
ington Railway and Electric Company and its subsidiary companies. 

. (4) Why the Potomac Electric Power Co. should not be ordered to reduce its 
rates to consumers other than public utilities by such an amount as will offset 
the increased amount received from public utilities by reason of these proposed 
orders

Newman, Commissioner: The Public Utilities Commission has before it the 
application of Wm. J. Howard, dated September 15, 191 5, for permission to 
operate a motor vehicle for the transportation of passengers, submitting alterna- 
tive routes as follows : ( i ) From 7th Street and Market Space Northwest, north 
on 7th Street to G Street, west on G Street to r4th Street, north on 14th 
Street to H Street, west on H Street to i6th Street, thence north on i6th 
Street to U Street and return ; or (2) from 7th Street and Market Space North- 
west, north on 7th Street to H Street, thence west on H Street to i6th Street, 
thence north on i6th Street to U Street and return, the one-way fare in either 
case being five cents ($0.05). 

After consideration of the application and of investigations made, the Commis- 
sion is of the opinion that the application for permission to operate a motor ve- 
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hide over route number two (2) should be granted since this route avoids the 
more congested business district along G Street and provides' the most direct 
route between termini 

It is, therefore.

It is the opinion of the Public Utilities Commission that Rules of Procedure 
should be adopted to facilitate the transaction of matters coming before the 
Commssion. 

It is, therefore. 

Ordered, That the Rules of procedure attached to and made a part of this order 
be, and the same are hereby, prescribed and adopted. 
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"RULES OF PROCEDURE" 
Sessions. 

1. The Commission will meet for the transaction of business at such time and 
place as the Commission may designate. 

Information. 

2. The Chief Clerk of the Commission will furnish information upon r^uest, 
at Room 339, District Building, between the hours of 9 :oo o'clock a. m. and 3 :oo 
o'clock p. m. 

Address of the Commission. 

3. All papers and communications should be addressed to the "Public Utilities 
Commission, District Building, Washington, D. C." 

Complaints. 

, 4. Any person, firm, company, corporation, or association, mercantile or manu- 
facturing society, body politic or municipal organization, or public utility may 
complain to the Commission of anything done or omitted to be done in violation 
■of the provisions of the Public Utilities Law (Section 8 of Public Act Number 
435) > or any other law relating to public utilities in the District of Columbia, or 
the regulations of this Commission, by any public utility subject to the provisions 
of the said laws. 

All complaints shall be in writing, signed by the complainant, and shall relate 
specific acts or omissions in such detail as will permit their identification. 

Communications. 

5. Communications and complaints are preferred in typewritten form on paper 
approximately eight by eleven inches in size, and complaints are preferred in 
duplicate. Communications will be received, however, in any form in which they 
are presented. Anonymous communications will not receive the attention of the 
Commission. 

Cases. 

6. Informal Cases. A case will be handled informally when the nature of the 
case permits. In the case of a complaint, a copy of the complaint or the sub- 
stance thereof will be referred to the party complained against for reply within 
ten days. A copy of the reply from the party complained against, together with 
the results of such investigations as the Commission may make, will be furnished 
to the complainant, and the complainant informed that the Commission will 
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consider further correspondence from him if the reply is unsatisfactory. If no 
further correspondence is received from the complainant within twenty days, it 
will be assumed that the complaint is satisfied. This procedure will be altered to 
suit the conditions of the cases. 

Formal Cases. A case will be handled formally when, from the nature of the 
case, or the requirements of the law, or from failure to conclude satisfactorily an 
informal case, it becomes necessary to hold a formal hearing for its determina- 
tion. 

Notice of Formal Hearings. 

7. Ten days' notice of a formal hearing is given to all parties to the case, and 
usually to all citizens' associations and civic organizations and the pressJ 

Formal Hearings. 

8. At formal hearings parties will be afforded all reasonable opportunity for 
presenting evidence and cross-examining witnesses. 

Witnesses and Depositions. 

9. Subpoenas requiring the attendance of witnesses will, upon the application of 
either party or upon the order of the Commission, be issued by any member of 
the Commission. 

The Commission or any party may, in any investigation, cause the depositions 
of witnesses residing within or without the District of Columbia to be taken in the 
manner described by law for like depositions in civil actions in circuit courts or 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 

Rehearings. 

10. Applications for reopening a formal case after final submission, or for a 
rehearing after decision made by the Commission, must be in writing and must 
state specifically the grounds upon which the application is based, and fully the 
facts in support thereof. When any decision, order, or requirement of the Com- 
mission is sought to be reversed, abrogated, changed, or modified on account of 
consequences resulting from compliance with such decision, order, or requirement 
which are claimed to justify a reconsideration of the case, the matters relied upoa 
by the applicant must be fully set forth. 

Transcript Furnished. 

11. Upon appeal from a decision of the Commission a transcribed copy of the 
evidence and proceedings in the investigation will be furnished on demand, free 
of cost, to any party to the investigation. 

Orders Furnished. 

12. Upon application of any person the Commission will furnish certified 
copies, under the seal of the Commission, of any order made by it. 
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Test of Gas Meters. 

13. A request for test by the Commission of the accuracy of a gas meter 
should be addressed "Gas Inspection Bureau, Public Utilities Commission, loth 
and D Streets Northwest," and should give the address of the premises in which 
the meter is installed, the name and address of the applicant, and should be ac- 
companied by the prescribed fee. 

Test of Electric Meters. 

14. A request for test by the Commission of the accuracy of an electric meter 
should be addressed "Public Utilities Commission, District Building," and should 
give the address of the premises in which the meter is installed and the name and 
address of the applicant. The prescribed fee for such test shall be deposited upon 
notice from the Commission.

15. Whenever a public utility is required to exhibit its financial condition it 
shall show by appropriate schedules the following data :

■dividends paid on each class during the preceding year. 

C. — Terms of preference of all preferred stock issued. 

D. — Number and amount of bonds authorized and issued under each mortgage, 
-describing each class separately, and giving: 

( 1 ) Date of issue ; 

(2) Par value ; 

(3) Rate of interest ; 

(4) Date of maturity; 

(5) How secured; 

(6) Sinking fund provision ; 

(7) Amount now in sinking fund. 

E. — Brief description of each mortgage upon any property of the public utility, 
Siving : 

(i) Date of execution; 

(2) Name of trustee ; 

(3) Amount of indebtedness authorized to be secured thereby; 

(4) Amount of indebtedness actually secured ; 

(5) Brief description of the mortgaged property or collateral , 

R— -Other indebtedness of all kinds, giving by classes and describing the se- 
curity therefor, if any. 
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G. — Amount of interest paid during preceding year upon each class of indebt- 
edness with the rate thereof, and, if different rates were paid, the amount paid at 
each rate. 

H. — Detailed statement of earnings and expenses for the preceding year. 

I. — Balance sheet for the preceding year. 

Application for Certificate of Authority to Issue Stocks, Bonds, Notes, and 
Other Evidences of Indebtedness. 

16. When application is made by a public utility for the certificate of the Com- 
mission authorizing the issuance and sale of stocks, bonds, or other evidences of 
indebtedness, the petition shall set forth : 

A. — ^The legal authority under which the right is claimed to issue the evidences 
of indebtedness. 

B. — The financial condition of the utility as outlined by the rules of the Com- 
mission, unless this information has been previously filed in the utility's annual 
report to the Commssion. 

C. — (i) Amount of proposed issue;

(4) Nature of the security, if any. 

D. — If the proceeds of the proposed issue are to be used for construction, com-

Formal Ca*se No. 29. 
regulations for electric service in the district of columbia. 

The Commission, on its own initiative, made an investigation preliminary to 
prescribing regulations for electric service in the District of Columbia, as required 
by the Public Utilities Law. 

No regulations were in effect other than those prescribed by the electric lighting 
and power utility. 

A tentative draft of. regulations was prepared and submitted to the electric 
utility and to the public. The United States Bureau of Standards co-operated with 
the Commission in preparing the several drafts of the regulations. 

A formal hearing, after notice, was held by the Commission on December 22, 
1914. Consideration was given to the matters presented, and further study was 
made by the Commission, after which the following order was issued : 

January 30, 191 5. 

In the matter of regulations for electric service in the / _ , 
District of Columbia. ^- Order No. 139. . 

Ordered: (i) That, under the authority of section 8 of the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation Act, approved March 4, 1913, creating the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, the following regulations for electric service in the District of Columbia 
be, ^nd the same are hereby, made and prescribed, and obedience thereto and 
compliance therewith are hereby required of and enjoined upon all corporations 
and persons furnishing electric service in the District of Columbia, their officers, 
agents, and employees. 

(2) That, on application to the Commission and for sufficient cause shown, 
such modifications and exemptions may be made with reference to these regula- 
tions as the facts in each case shall warrant. Non-compliance with any of these 
regulations will constitute a violation of the law unless such non-compliance is 
specifically authorized by an order of the Commission. 

(3) That the department of this Commission which has charge of the super- 
vision of electric service be called the Electrical Inspection Bureau. 

(4) That these regulations shall take effect February 15, 1915, and shall con- 
tinue in force until changed or abrogated by further order of the Commission. 

"REGULATIONS" 

Location of Meters. 

Sec i. a meter should be so located as to be as near as possible to the point 
where the service enters the building, to be accessible with a minimum of annoy- 
ance to the tenants, to be easily read, to be surrounded by sufficient space to per- 
mit the tester to arrange and use his testing apparatus and to make the necessary 
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inspection and adjustments. A meter should be installed on a stable support, in 
a clean, dry, safe place, free from vibration and not subject to great variation in 
temperature. 

When two or more meters are installed, the distance between centers of com- 
mutator type direct current meters shall not be less than fifteen (15) inches, and 
the distance between centers of mercury type direct current or induction type 
alternating current meters shall not be less than twelve (12) inches.

(A) All instruments used as standard instruments in testing meters shall be 
equipped with scales properly proportioned to the loads measured. 

(B) Tests shall be made with the meter in its permanent position on the con- 
sumer's premises, and as nearly as possible under operating conditions as regards 
voltage, frequency, temperature, stray fields, vibration, etc. 

(C) When practicable, all meters shall be tested at the following loads : Light 
load Cio% of rated capacity of meter), and full load (60 to 100% of rated ca- 
pacity of meter). On request tests and on referee tests, however, the meter shall 
also be tested at normal load. In the case of an installation on which it is not 
practicable to obtain these loads, tests shall be made at loads as near as possible 
to these. In a case in which the full connected installation* amounts to less than 
the rated capacity of the meter, the full connected installation may be taken as the 
full load of the meter. In determining the normal load the following percentages 
of the several classes of the full connected installation shall be used : 

(a) Residence and apartment lighting 25% 

(b) Elevator service 40% 

(c) Factory lighting, individual drives, churches, offices, 

stables, hotels ^ 45% 

(d) Factory shaft drives, theaters, clubs, hallways, en- 

trances, and general store lighting ». — 60% 

(e) Saloons, restaurants, pumps, air compressors, and 

ice machines 70% 

(/) Sign and window lighting, blowers, moving picture 

machines 1~~~ 100% 

When a meter is found to be connected to an installation consisting of several 
of the above classes of loads, the normal load shall be obtained by multiplying the 
connected watt load of each class by the percentage specified above and adding 
the results. 

•The full connected installation includes all electrical apparatus found connected and capable 
of being put in practical operation by the closing of a switch or switches, the installing of fuses, 
or the operation of controlling devices. 
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• (D) Two tests shall be made at each load at which the meter is tested, but 
should these two tests fail to agree within 0.8%, additional tests shall be made 
until two results are obtained which do agree within 0.8%. On all tests each 
reading shall cover a period of at least 30 seconds. 

(E) Where potential transformers are used in connection with a meter and the 
line voltage does not exceed 600 volts, the meter shall be tested from the line side 
of such apparatus. Where current transformers are used in connection with a 
meter and the line voltage does not exceed 600 volts and the current capacity of 
the transformer does not exceed 150 amperes, the meter shall be tested from the 
line side of such apparatus. 

Where potential or current transformers are used in connection with a meter 
and the line voltage exceeds 600 volts or the capacity of the current transformer 
exceeds 150 amperes, the meter may be tested as a self-contained meter and the 
ratio certificates of the transformers may be used in calculating the true line 
watts, provided that, in the case of request and referee tests, said certificates are 
dated within the year preceding the date of test of the meter and, in the case of all 
other tests, said certificates are dated within the five years preceding the date of 
test of the meter. 

(F) Where shunts are used in connection with a meter and the current ca- 
pacity of the shunts does not exceed 600 amperes, the meter shall be tested from 
the line side of such apparatus. At each test, the voltage drop through the shunt 
leads, the meter, and their connections should be measured in order to determine 
whether it has changed since previous tests. 

When the current capacity of the shunts exceeds 600 amperes, the meter may be 
tested as a self-contained meter, and the calibration certificates of the shunts 
may be used in calculating the true line watts, provided that, in the case of request 
and referee tests said certificates are dated within the year preceding the date of 
test of the meter and, in the case of all other tests, said certificates are dated 
within the five years preceding the date of test of the meter. 

(G) After test a meter shall be adjusted by the electrical corporation so as to 
register with an error of not more than one (i) per cent at light and full loads 
when compared with a working standard and so as to be without creep. 

(H) Observations for creep shall be. made with all house wires removed from 
the meter and, where practicable, with no current passing through the consumer's 
circuits. 

Tests by Electrical Corporation. 



APPARATUS. 

Sec. 3. Each electrical corporation shall provide and maintain suitable apparatus 
and facilities for testing the accuracy of meters. 

Sec. 4. All working standards shall be tested for accuracy as often as is neces- 
sary to insure their maintenance in proper condition for testing meters. If not 
checked in the laboratory of the electrical corporation, working standards shall 
be tested, in a properly equipped laboratory of recognized standing. Each work- 
ing standard shall at all times be accompanied by a certificate giving date on 
which it was last checked and the corrections to be applied to various loads, 
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signed by the proper authority. The certificates, when superseded, shall be kept 
'On file in the office of the electrical corporation. 

INSTALLATION TESTS AND INSPECTIONS. 

Sec. 5. An installation test shall be made on all commutator type meters. 

An installation test or an installation inspection shall be made on all induction 
type meters. 

The period between the installation of a meter and the installation test or in- 
spection should be long enough to allow the meter and the conditions around it 
to reach a fairly permanent state, but not long- enough to permit a large registra- 
tion. 

REQUEST TESTS. 

Sec. 6. Each corporation shall, without charge, make a test of the accuracy of a 
meter upon request of a consumer, provided that the meter in question has not 
been tested by either the corporation or the Commission within six (6) months 
previous to such request. A report giving the results of the test shall be fur- 
nished to the consumer. 

PERIODIC TESTS. 

Sec. 7. All continuous current commutator type meters installed on consumers' 
premises shall be tested periodically as follows : 

(a) Meters up to and including 50 amperes rated capacity, at least once in 
every 18 months. 

(b) Over 50 amperes and including 150 amperes, at least once in every 12 
months. 

(c) Over 150 amperes, at least once in every 8 months. 

All alternating current induction type meters shall be tested periodically as 
follows : 

(d) Single and polyphase meters up to and including 50 amperes rated capacity, 
at least once in every 30 months. 

(^)Over 50 amperes and including 150 amperes, at least once in every 24 
months. 

(/) Over 150 amperes, at least once in every 12 months. 

RECORDS AND REPORTS. 

Sec. 8. Each corporation shall keep a complete record of each request, periodic, 
and inquiry (or office)* test made by it of meters installed on consumers' 
premises. Such records shall include : Owning corporation's number, manufac- 

*An inquiry (or office) test is a test of a watthour meter in its permanent position on a 
consumer's premises made by, and at the instance of, an electrical corporation for the purpose 
of investigating the cause of apparently abnormal registration. 
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turer's name and number, type, rated volts and amperes, wire, and the average 
readings at light load, at normal load, and at full load. 

Each corporation shall keep a record of the dates on which its meters are in- 
stalled in and removed from the service of consumers. 

Sec. 9. Each corporation shall submit to the Commission in the form prescribed 
by the Commission a monthly report of the results of all tests of meters made 
during that month. Such reports shall be made for the calendar month and shall 
be submitted not later than the 15th of the month following. 

Tests by Commission. 

REFEREE TESTS. 

Sec. id. Upon application of any consumer to the Electrical Inspection Bureau 
a test shall be made of the consumer's meter by the Bureau after deposit by the 
consumer of the prescribed fee. If, upon test, the meter is found to have an error 
in registration riot in excess of four (4) per cent or to read slow, the fee deposited 
by the consumer at the time of making application for the test will be kept. If^ 
upon test, the meter is found to read fast in excess of four (4) per cent on any 
of the three loads prescribed herein, the fee deposited by the consumer will be re- 
turned and the prescribed fee shall be paid by the Electrical Corporation owning 
the meter. 

Sec. II. Upon application of an electrical corporation to the Electrical Inspec- 
tion Bureau a meter shall be tested by the Bureau and the prescribed fee shall be 
paid therefor by the said corporation. 

fees and records. 

Sec. 12. The prescribed fees for referee tests of meters shall be as follows: 
One dollar ($1.00) for each meter not exceeding 50 amperes rated capacity; two 
dollars ($2.00) for each 'meter of greater capacity. 

Sec. 13. The Electrical Inspection Bureau shall keep a complete record of each 
test of a meter made by it and of all fees due and received for such testing. All 
such fees shall be paid by the Bureau to the Collector of Taxes of the District of 
Columbia for payment into the Treasury of the United States to be placed to the 
credit of the United States and the District of Columbia in equal parts. 

Bills. 

Sec. 14. If the dial of a watthour meter does not read directly in kilowatt- 
hours, the dial constant shall be clearly indicated on the meter where it can be 
seen without disturbing any part of the meter. 

All bills rendered periodically for service by an electrical corporation shall 
show on the face thereof the number and kind of units of service supplied, the 
dates on which the readings were taken, the price per unit of service, and a state- 
ment in bold type that the readings of the meter will be furnished on bills upon 
request. On all bills which are computed on any other basis than a definite charge 
per unit of service the other factors used in computing the bill shall be clearly 
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Stated so that the amount may be readily checked from the information appearing 
on the bills. 

Voltage. 

Sec 15. On all constant potential systems electrical corporations shall maintain 
at the consumer's service cut-out a standard voltage within the following per- 
centages : Three (3) per cent from the standard during lighting hours and ten 
(10) per cent from the standard during other hours on systems primarily for 
lighting; ten (10) per cent from the standard on power circuits (trolley circuits? 
excluded). 

Variations in voltage of momentary duration Which do not occur successively 
and variations caused by the operation of apparatus on the consumer's premises 
in violation of the rules of the electrical corporation or due to other causes 
beyond the control of the corporation shall not be considered a violation of this 
section.

Opinion of the Commission. 

The Commission having received a request from The Capital Traction Com- 
pany for the suspension of section 13 of Order No. 21 of the Public Utilities 
Commission of the District of Columbia, "In the Matter of Regulations for the 
Operation and equipment of Street Railway Cars in the District of Columbia," 
the said company contending that trains of two small cars could not be operated 
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economically with two conductors as required by the said section, and that the 
safety of the public does not require more than one conductor, the Commission 
issued Order No. 141, directing that section 13 of said Order No. 21 be suspended 
until July i, 1915. 

During this period observations have been made of the operation of trains of 
two small open, cars, and records kept by the Commission and by the railway 
company of the accidents occurring on these cars have been analyzed. The 
Commission being of the opinion that the operation of the small single-truck^ 
open cars in trains of two cars each with a single conductor in charge of the train 
is not a menace to public safety, it is 

Ordered, 'that section 13 of Order No.. 21 of the Public Utilities Commission 
of the District of Columbia, "In re Regulations for the Operation and Equip- 
ment of Street Railway Cars in the District of Columbia," is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

"Sec. 13. No trailer car shall be operated for the purpose of carrying 
passengers unless there be a separate conductor or an employee acting as 
such for each car of the train : Provided, That trains of small, single-truck 
open cars not exceeding two cars each, may be operated with a single con- 
ductor in charge of the train."

Opinion of the Commission. 
Paragraphs 6, 7, and 8 of the Public Utilities Law provide : 

"Par. 6. That the Commission shall ascertain, as soon and as nearly as 
practicable, the amount of money expended in the construction and equip- 
ment of every public utility, including the amount of money expended to 
procure any right of way; also the amount of money it would require to se- 
cure the right of way, reconstruct any roadbed, track, * * * and any 
other property or instrument not included in the foregoing enumeration 
used in or useful to the business of such public utility, and to replace all the 
physical properties belonging to the public utility. * * * 

"Par. 7. That the Commission shall value the property of every public 
utility within the District of Columbia actually used and useful for the con- 
venience of the public at the fair value thereof at the time of said valua- 
tion. 

"Par. 8. That before final determination of such value the Commission 
shall, after notice of not less than thirty days to the public utility, hold a 
public hearing as to such valuation in the manner hereinafter provided for 
a hearing, which provisions, so far as applicable, shall apply to such hear- 
ing. The Commission shall, within ten days after such valuation is deter- 
mined, serve a statement thereof upon the public utility interested, and 
shall file a like statement with the District Committees in Congress." 
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In compliance with this law an inventory of the property of the utility was 
made as of April 30, 1914, and a valuation made thereof. A copy of this inven- 
tory and valuation was furnished to the utility on November 3, 1914, together 
with a notice that a public hearing as to such valuation would be held on Decem- 
ber 14, 1914. The hearing was held in accordance with the notice, at which all 
parties concerned were given an opportunity to make claim for any additional 
values, physical or otherwise, that may have been omitted from the tentative 
valuation, and also to make any arguments as to the method by which a fair 
value of the property of the utility should be determined. The arguments pre- 
sented by the representatives of the utility \yere supplemented by a brief sub- 
mitted by its attorney to the Commission on January 8, 191 5. 

The utility accepted without objection the valuation made by the Commission 
so far as the purely physical property is concerned. 

Below will be taken up in order the points raised by the utility. 

The utility assumes that the valuatiorf is being made "for determining whether 
or not existing rates of charge for services performed by the company are reason- 
able." The Commission is of the opinion that it is proper to assume that the 
valuation is being made for this purpose and also for the purpose of determining 
what rates are reasonable. 

The utility contends that: 

"In such cases (cases similar to Kansas City Stockyards case — Cotting 
vs. Goddard, 183 U. S., 79) the value of the particular services rendered to 
the particular individual or customer dealing with the concern is not con- 
sidered in fixing the rates or charges, or at least is not a paramount con- 
sideration, but the only determining factor seems to be the question 
whether a given rate will afford a reasonable return upon the value of the 
property devoted to the public use. 

"While this may be a proper and logical method of determining reason- 
able rates in the class of public utilities described by Mr. Justice Brewer in 
the case cited, it does not follow, and it is not conceded, that such a method 
or rule is either sufficient or proper as a basis for determining rates in the 
tase of a concern organized purely for profit, performing no functions of 
the State, having no monopoly nor exclusive legislative grants or privileges 
and subject in every respect to the competition of commercial life^as is the 
company here under consideration." 

These arguments might more properly be submitted in support of the conten- 
tion that this company is not a public utility and not subject to the Commission's 
regulation, but that question has been settled by the courts. 

This Commission is of the opinion that a utility is entitled to earn the whole cost 
of rendering the service and in addition thereto a reasonable return on the fair 
value of the property actually used and useful for the convenience of the public. 
That the fair value of a utility's property is a proper and necessary basis upon 
which to regulate rates is well settled in reason and authority. 

The utility notes the fact that "there is not included a number of automobiles 
(i3)» which were still owned by the company but which had been completely 
charged off and were not carred as an asset," also that this valuation does not 
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include "twenty-five 'automobiles bought and added to the company's equipment 
before the hearing upon this matter and since April 30, 1914." A junk value of 
from $100 to $150 each was given to the above-mentioned lot of thirteen automo- 
biles. Later developments have shown in fact that no sale has been found for 
them and they have been dismantled at a small cost to the utility. The deprecia- 
tion that has been accrued on these thirteen automobiles is $3,900.00 in excess of 
their original cost and the cost to dismantle. This amount is invested in other 
property of the company and is included in that which is valued. The lot of 
twenty-five new automobiles could not be included because they were not the 
^property of the company at the date of the inventory and valuation. 

The utility claims that working capital should be allowed as shown by the fol- 
lowing items on the asset side of the General Balance Sheet, viz : 

Materials and supplies $7,538.59 

Accounts receivable 1 3,497.65 

Notes receivable '. 2,835.30 

Deposits 5,000.00 

Insurance prepaid : 7,106.80 

Licenses prepaid ^^ 400.00 

Investments 4,816.86 

Cash 21,831.31 



63,026.51 
Less deposits, included above (which is a payment on new cars) 5,000.00 



58,026.51 
Reduced as a reasonable amount to 50,000.00 

The Commission is of the opinion that there should be allowed a reasonable 
amount of working capital. The amount necessary will vary with the kind of 
utility and with varying business practices. It should include the material and 
supplies which experience has shown to be necessary to be kept on hand and 
enough cash to pay expenses until the collection of receipts provides a sufficiency. 

Considering in that light the claims in detail, Material and Supplies on 'hand 
are fairly valued at $7,500.00. 

Accounts receivable at different periods are counter balanced by accounts pay- 
able. The credit extended to others is offset by the credit required from others. 
Regulations may be made by the utility, with the approval of the Commission^ 
prescribing such time and conditions of payment for services* rendered as will 
obviate the necessity of carrying more than a very small amount of working 
capital as accounts receivable. 

Notes receivable is not a continuing item, but will practically disappear at the 
end of the calendar year 191 5. 

Deposits are excluded by the utility from the claim. 

Prepaid Insurance.— It is necessary for the company to pay its insurance prem- 
iums in advance. They aggregate between $10,000 and $11,000 for the year. 
Since an equal portion is charged to expenses monthly, it follows that half the 
amount, or $5,000 for the year, would allow for the insurance expenses. 
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Prepard licenses approximate $600. Since an equal portion is charged to ex-, 
penses monthly, half the amount, or $300, would allow for prepaid licenses. 

Investments. — Under the terms of the company's contract with the Washington 
Terminal Company a deposit is required for the faithful performance of the con- 
tract ; $4,816.86 is the cost of the 4% bonds so deposited. 

Cash. — The company is careful to keep no more money on hand than is found 
necessary to meet its payments; experience requires approximately $8,000 to be 
kept for current use. 

The Commission is therefore of the opinion that $25,000 is a reasonable allow- 
ance for the working capital of this utility. 

The utility makes a claim for certain organization and pre-organization ex- 
penses. These expenses, it is stated, consisted of discount on the preferred stock, 
the services of those who secured subscriptions to the preferred stock, and the 
services of the organizers of the utility for securing from the Washington Termi- 
nal Company a ten-year contract to supply the Union Station with taxicab and 
livery service. All of these expenses were covered by common stock of the 
utility. None of this common stock was sold, and the value of these expenses is 
arrived at by the utility as follows : The utility argues that, because the market 
value of the preferred stock is $80 and because threC shares of the preferred 
stock and one of common stock were sold for $300, the value of one share of 
common stock was $60 at the time of issue. And because that value was $60 the 
services for which it was issued were worth $60, or for the 522 shares so issued 
the services were worth $31,320. 

In this argument the fundamental assumption is not a fact. It has not been 
shown that the preferred stock was worth $80 and the common stock $60 a share. 
It would be more correct to state that the preferred stock was sold at par, and, 
in order to induce purchasers, each purchaser of so many shares was promised a 
percentage of whatever the utility should be able to earn over and above the pay- 
ment of 7% on the preferred stock. Moreover, the first 300 shares of preferred 
stock were sold to the officers and directors, and with each share of this was 
issued one share of common stock as a bonus. It might be argued that these sales 
of one common, with each preferred for $100 should be used as a basis for de- 
termining the value of the common stock instead of the sale of one common with 
two preferred for $200. However, all these arguments are academic and have 
no bearing on the fair value of the utility, as will be shown below. 

The utility contends that the discount on the stock should be capitalized (i) 
because a generally recognized element in the cost of financing a new enterprise, 
and (2) upon the authority of the Wisconsin Commission. It does not appear 
that discount on stock is a cost of financing a new enterprise. A stock certificate 
is merely the evidence of ownership of a share in the property, profits, and risks 
of a corporation. Bond discount differs from stock discount in that bond dis- 
count is an adjustment of interest on a debt. The case before the Wisconsin 
Commission quoted by counsel for the utility in support of his contention is a case 
involving bond discount and not stock discount. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is very specific upon the method of handling discounts on capital stock 
and has so expressed itself in the classification of, accounts prescribed for Electric 
Railways, effective July ir 1914, page 75 : 
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"Section 2. * * * By the term discount is meant the excess of the 
par value of stocks actually issued or assumed over the actual cash value 
of the consideration received for such stocks." 



"Ledger accounts shall be provided to cover the discounts 
each class of capital stock issued or assumed by the company.' 



"Entries in these accounts representing discounts shall be carried therein 
until offset (i) by premiums realized on subsequent sales of the same class 
of stock, (2) by assessments levied on the stockholders, (3) by appropria- 
tions of surplus for that purpose, or (4) by charges to Profit and Loss 
upon reacquirement of the stock." 



"In no case shall discount on capital stock be charged to or included in 
any account as a part of the cost of acquiring any property, tangible or in- 
tangible, or as a part of the cost of operation." 

The effect of these rules is to exclude discount on capital stock from any con- 
sideration as property and to set it aside in an account which shall be amortized 
by assessments upon stockholders or from the return on the property. These 
rules are entirely consistent with sound principles, and the accounting principles 
prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission are required by the Organic 
Act of this Commission to be followed where practicable. 

Concerning the compensation for the services performed in securing the con- 
tract with the Washington Terminal Company, the following facts are pertinent : 

(i) The services were performed by officers and directors of the utility. 

(2) The common stock was voted to themselves 

(3) The contract does not appear on its face to be a concession on the part of 
the Washington Terminal Company, since the contract provides that that company 
shall receive 12^ per cent of the receipts from business to and from the station^ 
with a guarantee of as much as $6,000 annually. Under the contract the Wash- 
ington Terminal Company received $11,000 during the calendar year 1914. 

It is a well-established principle of accounting that all costs connected with 
the making of a business arrangement extending over a period of time, such as a 
lease or a contract, be not capitalized but be. charged off during the life of the 
business arrangement. It therefore follows that had the compensation been paid 
in cash the cost (which would then have been definite) would be charged off dur- 
ing the 10 years which the contract runs. 

However, as claimed by the utility, it is undoubtedly a fact that the starting of 
a new business involves an expenditure of money. In the case of a utility of 
this class, such expense is less than it would be in the case of a utility involving a 
large amount of construction work. The Commission is of the opinion that there 
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should be allawed for legal work, organization, omissions, and contingencies 1% 
of the amount invested in the plant by the stockholders, or $1,136. 

The utility claims that there should be added to the physical value of the prop- 
erty as an element separate and distinct therefrom the sum of $139,162.61 for 
"going concern" value. The amount claimed is arrived at by taking the sum of 
the assets shown annually by the company's general balance sheet as "the actual 
cash capital invested in the business," and by taking the annual amount carried 
to profit and loss, as the profits. Fifteen per cent is assumed to be a proper return 
on the investment ; so 15% of the ^um of the assets is shown for each year and 
therefrom is deducted the annual profits, the remainder, it is claimed, shows the 
annual deficiency in return. The sum of these annual deficiencies makes the total 
of $139,162.61. 

In order to show the error in principle made in arriving at these figures the an- 
nual report of the utility for the fiscal year ended April 30, 1914, will be taken. 
Assume as stated that the investment during that year is $321,729.34. The balance 
sheet shows an accrued depreciation reserve of $72,103.11, which reserve was 
accrued by charges to operating expenses for which nothing went out of the 
business. The transaction had the effect of lessening the book profits; the 
amount is in turn invested in actual property and included in the assets. It is 
therefore in the assets and deducted from the profits. To make the calculation 
correct it must be deducted from the assets. Audited vouchers amounting to 
$17,687.71 are included in expenses, which also has the effect of lessening the 
book profits and, until paid, they do not decrease the cash. To make the calcula- 
tion correct the amount of the vouchers unpaid should also be deducted from the 
assets. For a similar reason the reserves for doubtful accounts and car liability, 
amounting to $10,515.74, should be deducted from the assets. Making these de- 
ductions, a property value of $221,422.78 is obtained. 

The figures for the other years having been arrived at in the same manner, it is 
evident that the conclusions as to the amount by which the profits of the utility 
have fallen short of a return of 15% on the investment are in error. Applying 
to the utility's balance sheets of April 30 of each year the corrections indicated 
above, it follows that the average return has been 11 K% on the investment as 
shown* by the utility's books and 185^% on the amount paid in on the capital stock. 

But even if it is assumed that the utility has not received a reasonable return 
on the investment up to date, the Commission is of the opinion that this d^fi- 
cency should not be capitalized. In fixing reasonable rates to be charged by this 
utility for service the Commission will consider the claim made by the utility 
that it is entitled to a reasonable return from the beginning of its operations. 

The utility claims that there should be taken into consideration an element of 
"good will," but states that it is forced to the conclusion that there is no satisfac- 
tory way of computing its value. 

Whatever value "good will" may have in the purchase of a business, it is not an 
element upon which the public should pay a return and therefore not a thing to 
capitalize in a rate-making valuation. Such a capitalization would have the in- 
consistent result of charging customers higher rates because of their very 
patronage. 

The fallacy of arguments for such elements of value will appear from two 
statements made by counsel for the utility in his brief when these two statements 
are placed in juxtaposition. In arguing for "going concern value" counsel states

on page 27 of his brief, "This method of arriving at the 'going concern value* by 
taking the sum of the deficiency in earnings below a fair return to the investors 
during the early years of development has been adopted by many other commis- 
sions and courts." In arguing for "good will value" counsel states on page 40 of 
his brief, "If, therefore, the earnings of the Terminal Taxicab Company had been 
sufficient in the past to produce a surplus over and above a reasonable return 
upon the value of its poperty or the investment in its business, the capitalization 
of that surplus might well be considered as the value of its *good will,' and in this 
particular case would properly be allowed as an elemeqt in its 'total value at the 
time when it came under legislative regulation." 

Expenses made necessary by competition, such, for instance, as extensive ad- 
vertising, are amply taken care of by operating expenses and therefore have a 
bearing on rates of fare but do not affect fair value nor fair rate of return on the 
investment. 

The utility urged upon the Commission the fallacy of adopting as the basis of 
physical valuation for rate-making purposes the cost of reproduction new less 
depreciation and states it as a simple and unanswerable proposition that the con- 
sumer must pay a rate which will afford a proper return upon the money origi- 
nally invested in the property which is its cost new. 

The practice of this utility is to provide amply for the wear and waste in its 
property by crediting an ascertained amount of operating expenses to an ap- 
propriate reserve account. The cash thus accumulated is in turn invested in 
property and charged to its property account, so that there is then in the property 
account both the cost of the new addition and the old waste. It is obvious that 
the old waste must be deducted to arrive at the true cost of property. In this 
case the deduction of depreciation serves the purpose of restoring the equilibrium 
of the property account. 

The Commission therefore find? the following values as of April 30, 1914 :

The Commission is further of the opinion that, in fixing the rates of fare to be 
charged for service by this utility, in so far as these rates are based on the fair 
value of the property of the utility, there should be taken into consideration the 
following items: 

Working capital $25,000.00 

Legal work, organization, omissions, and contingencies 1,136.00 
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Paragraph i6 of the Public Utilities Law prescribes : 

"Par. i6. That every public utility shall carry a proper and adequate de- 
preciation account. The Commission shall ascertain and determine what 
are the proper and adequate rates of depreciation of the several classes of 
property of each public utility. These rates shall be such as will provide 
the amounts required over and above the expense of maintenance to keep 
such property in a state of efficiency corresponding to the progress of the 
industry. Each public utility shall conform its depreciation accounts to 
such rates so ascertained and determined by the Commission.* * *" 

The Commission finds that the following annual rates of depreciation are 
proper and adequate for the several classes of property, and it is therefore 

Ordered f That the Terminal Taxicab Company conform its depreciation ac- 
counts to these rates of depreciation based on the cost of property new : 

Buildings and electrical equipment of buildings — 3%

Opinion of the Commission. 

In compliance with paragraphs 6, 7, and 8 of the Public Utilities Law an in- 
ventory of the property of this utility was made as of August 15, 1914, and a val- 
uation made thereof. A copy of this inventory and valuation was furnished to 
the utility on December 12, 1914, together with a notice that a public hearing as 
to such valuation would be held on January 22, 191 5. The hearing was held in 
accordance with the notice, at which all parties concerned were given an op- 
portunity to make claim for any additional values, physical or otherwise, that 
may have been omitted from the tentative valuation. 

The utility accepted without objection the valuation made by the Commission 
so far as the physical property is concerned, except as noted and discussed here- 
after. 

The utility contends that the cost of reproduction new of the bridge carrying 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad over its tracks of $15,230.00 is too low, and 
claims at least $22,000.00 to $23,000.00. No detailed estimate was furnished to 
substantiate these figures. The matter was further investigated, and as a result 
the Commission is of the opinion that the original estimate of $15,230.00 is correct. 
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The utility took exception to the fact that, in connection with the cost of re- 
production new, there was figured in the labor items a contractor's profit of 15%, 
the utility contending that the 15% should be figured on the cost of material as 
well as on the cost of labor. In arriving at the values for contractor's profit the 
Commission was influenced by the manner in which the work of construction of 
the road was actually done. In the case of the concrete culvert on Kennedy 
Street, the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad bridge, and the substation building, the 
material, was actually furnished by the contractor. It was therefore assumed 
that this would be done in case of reconstruction, and consequently the contrac- 
tor's profit was figured on the cost of material as well as on the cost of labor. 
On other work, however, the material was purchased and delivered on the job 
by the utility. In these cases the contractor's profit was figured on the cost of 
labor only. This practice is general, has been done locally in similar classes of 
work, and is correct in the opinion of the Commission. 

The utility makes the objection that nothing has been allowed for legal ex- 
penses, superintendence, pre-organization expenses, and promotion expenses. The 
Commission is of the opinion that, in determining the cost of reproduction new,, 
there should be added the following percentages : 

Utility's^ engineering and superintendence 5% 

Interest during construction 3% 

Legal, organization, insurance, omissions, and contingen- 
cies 3% 



Total 11% 

Since these values depreciate with the property the 11% should be figured on 
the depreciated value in determining the cost of reproduction new less deprecia- 
tion. 

The work of construction would be completed within one year. It is assumed 
that funds would be borrowed only as needed and hence that interest would be 
paid on only half the amount for the time of construction or half of the rate on 
the full amount. Interest at 6%, therefore, amounts to 3% figured on the total 
amount for the full year. 

The Commission therefore finds the following values as of August 15, 1914:

The records of the utility were found to be very incomplete, both as to cost of 
construction and cost of maintenance and operation, and therefore the informa- 
tion derived from these sources cannot be given much weight. 

Many of the original expenditures were wasted investments They were made 
for installations, parts of which were in use for a short length of time only and 
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then abandoned, and other parts of which were not in service for considerable 
lengths of time and were not maintained. 

Most of the installations now actually used and useful for the convenience of 
the public have recently been built or rebuilt. 

The utility was not in operation at the time of the inventory and the investiga- 
tion of its records. ^ 

The Commission finds that the following rates of depreciation are proper and 
adequate for the several classes of property, and it is therefore 

Ordered, That the Washii^on and Maryland Railway Company conform its 
depreciation accounts to these rates of depreciation based on the cost of prop- 
erty new : 

Way and structure 3-34% 

Power plant equipment 4-25%

Opinion of the Commission. / 

Kutz, Chairman: The Commission, on its own initiative, submitted for con- 
sideration a change of the route of the Metropolitan Coach Company on the 
northbound trip between the intersection of H Street and Vermont Avenue and 
the intersection of K and 15th Streets, the present route being as follows: 

East on H Street to 15th Street, north on 15th Street on the east side of 
McPherson Square to K Street, west on K Street to 15th Street; 

and the proposed route being as follows : 

North on Vermont Avenue to I Street, thence north on 15th Street on the 
west side of McPherson Square to K Street. 

The advantages to be gained by the suggested re-routing were the elimination 
of several turns and the relief of the present congestion of traffic on 15th Street. 

A formal hearing, after due notice, was held by the Commission at 10:00 
o'clock a m. on May 20, 191 5, at which the Metropolitan Coach Company was 
represented by its president. 
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Objection was made by the coach company to the suggested re-routing on the 
grounds that it would work an injury to the business of the said coach company 
and might interfere with existing transfer arrangements with the Washington 
Railway and Electric Company. 

The Metropolitan Coach Company being opposed to the suggested change of 
route and the Commission being of the opinion that there is no public necessity 
at the present time for this change, it is 

Ordered, Tnat this case be, and the same hereby is, dismissed.

Opinion of the Commission. 

Kutz, Chairman: The Commission received from the The Capital Traction 
Company a request dated March i, 191 5, for authority to construct and operate 
certain extensions pf and additions to its lines. These extensions and additions 
are in general as follows : 

Beginning at 17th and U Streets Northwest, a double track extension 
south on 17th Street to I Street, thence easterly on I Street to '13th Street, 
southerly on 13th Street to H Street, and easterly on H Street to 7th 
Street Northwest, connecting with the company's present lines at that 
point; also a single track line on 15th Street Northwest, from I Street to 
Pennsylvania Avenue, a single track extension on i8th Street from F Street 
to G Street Northwest, and a terminal loop around the circular park at the 
intersection of 7th Street, Louisiana Avenue, and C Street Northwest, to- 
gether with the necessary switches and connections. 

The purpose of these extensions, as stated by the company, was to provide for 
more transportation facilities in Washington by furnishing a new north and south 
line, relieving the density of traffic on the 14th Street Line, by giving direct fa- 
cilities through the business center of the city from certain sections of the District 
of Columbia, and by other means. 

On April 2, The Capital Traction Company submitted to the Commission alter- 
nate routes, with a request that consideration be given to these in connection with 
the former application. The alternate routes are in general as follows : 

Beginning at 17th and U Streets Northwest, a double track extension 
SQUth on 17th Street to I Street, thence south on Connecticut Avenue and 
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Jackson Place to Pennsylvania Avenue, connecting with the tracks of the 
company now existing on that street; also a single track extension on I 
Street from 14th to 15th Streets, and on 15th Street from I Street to Penn- 
sylvania Avenue; also a double track extension from 14th and H Streets^ 
extending along H Street to 7th Street Northwest, connecting with the 
company's tracks at that point; and a terminal loop around the circular 
park at 7th Street, Louisiana Avenue and C Street Northwest ; also a single 
track extension on i8th Street between F and G Streets Northwest; to- 
gether with the necessary switches and connections. 

A double track extension south on 17th Street from U Street to L Street, 
thence a single track on 17th Street, Connecticut Avenue and Jackson 
Place to Pennsylvania Avenue ; a single track easterly along L Street from 
17th to I4t{i Streets, together with a double track extension from 14th 
and H Streets easterly along H Street to 7th Street, and a terminal loop 
at the intersection of 7th Street, Louisiana Avenue and C Sreet Northwest, 
and a single track extension on i8th Street between F and G Streets, to- 
gether with the necessary switches and connections. 

A formal hearing was held by the Commission on May 26, 191 5, at which all 
parties interested were given an opportunity to be heard. The Commission also 
caused to be made studies of existing traffic conditions which would be affected 
by the proposed extensions. 

Having given careful consideration to all the matter before it, the Commission 
is of the opinion: 

(i) That great care should be exercised in authorizing the construction of ex- 
tensions of street railway tracks in the District of Columbia in order that the in- 
fluence of such competition as exists at the present time between the principal 
street railways may not cause the construction of tracks which would lose their 
usefulness under a single control of such street railway facilities in the District 
of Columbia. 



(2) That, while at some future time there may be need for additional north 
and south and east and west transportation facilities in the sections of the city 
here under consideration, the necessity does not exist at the present time. 

(3) That, representatives of The Capital Traction Company having informed 
the Commission that the several loops and minor connections are not desired 
without the principal extensions applied for, these loops and connections need 
not be considered separately as an application before the Commission at this time. 

It is, therefore. 

Ordered, That the request of The Capital Traction Company be, and the same 
is hereby, denied.

Opinion of the Commission. 

Application having been made to the Public Utilities Commission of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia by the Washington and Maryland Railway Company, under' 
the provisions of law creating the Commission, for a certificate of authority to 
issue and sell first mortgage five per cent bonds to the amount of sixty-six thous- 
and two hundred dollars ($66,200), face value, payable in thirty years from the 
date thereof, the proceeds of the sale of said bonds to be used to fund indebted- 
ness now due by the said company for the cost of certain parts of the construe- • 
tion of the road and for the cost of certain extensions, additions, betterments, and 
improvements already made on the road, and to provide working capital for the 
company. 

The Commission having found, as stated in its Order No 145, "In the matter of 
a valuation of the property of the Washington and Maryland Railway Company," 
as of August 15, 1914, that the property of the said company actually used and 
useful for the convenience of the public, including working capital, at the fair 
value thereof at the time of said valuation, is sixty-three thousand three hundred 
-eighty-one dollars and thirty-two cents ($63,381.32) ; 

The said Washington and Maryland Railway Company being now indebted for 
the said purposes in the amount of fifty-three thousand dollars ($53,000.00), and 
desiring that this amount may be obtained from the issue and sale of bonds and 
the said company having voluntarily agreed to reduce its present outstanding capi- 
tal stock to the amount of ten thousand three hundred sixty dollars ($10,360.00), 
in order that the total securities of the company, allowing for reasonable dis- 
count on the bonds, may not exceed the fair value of the property of the com- 
pany as found by the Commission's valuation; and it being now the opinion of 
the Commission : 

First. That the money to be procured by the sale of the said bonds of the 
Washington and Maryland Railway Company to the amount of sixty-six thous- 
and two hundred dollars ($66,200.00), face value, is necessary to and reasonably 
required by said company for the purposes above stated ; 

Second. That the expenditure of money for said purposes is not in whole or in 
part reasonably chargeable to operating expenses or to income ; it is 

Ordered: (i) That the Public Utilities Commission of the District of Colum- 
bia does hereby authorize the issue and sale by the Washington and Maryland 
Railway Company of sixty-six thousand two hundred dollars ($66,200.00), face 
value, of the aforesaid first mortgage five per cent bonds of the said company; 
and 

(2) That said issue and sale of bonds is authorized upon the conditions follow- 
ing and not otherwise, to wit : 
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First. That the bond and mortgage proposed to be issued and executed shall 
first be submitted to the Commission for its approval. 

Second. That the said Washington and Maryland Railway Company shall sell 
the said bonds hereby authorized at the highest obtainable price under such de- 
tails of sale as may be approved by the Commission. 

Third. That the outstanding capital stock of the Washington and Maryland 
Railway Company shall be reduced to the sum of ten thousand three hundred 
sixty dollars ($10,360.00) by the return to the company and cancellation of the 
remainder of the stock outstanding, and that a certificate under oath of the 
president and secretary of said company attesting such concellation be executed 
and filed with the Commission immediately upon the completion of the above 
• transaction. 

Fourth. That the said company shall keep separate, true, and accurate accounts 
showing the receipt and application in detail of the proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds hereby authorized to be issued, and on or before the fifteenth day of Janu- 
ary and the fifteenth day of July the company shall make verified reports to the 
Commission until the bonds shall have been sold and the proceeds thereof ex- 
pended, stating the sale of bonds during the previous period of six months, the 
terms and conditions of sale, the moneys realized therefrom, and the use and ap- 
plication of such moneys. 

Fifth. That all discounts, commissions, and expenses in connection with the 
approval, issuance, and sale of the said bonds authorized to be issued under this 
order shall be amortized out of the income of the company before the thirty-first 
day of December, 1945, by the payment of an annual installment, so long as may 
be necessary, of an amount not less than one-thirtieth of the total of all dis- 
counts, commissions, and expenses herein referred to, such annual installment 
to begin December 31, 1916. 

(3) That this order take effect immediately and continue in force until other- 
wise ordered by the Commission.

Opinion of the Commission. 

The Commission having received an application from the Metropolitan Coach 
Company to increase its rate of fare from the present rate of six tickets for 
twenty-five cents to a flat rate of five cents per ride on the grounds, among 
other things, that the company is unable to continue to furnish service under the 
present rate of fare, an investigation was made and a formal hearing after due 
notice was held on May 20, 191 5. 
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At the hearing the representative of the Metropolitan Coach Company re- 
iterated the request, and referred the Commission to the annual reports of the 
company for information concerning its finances. No objection to the increase in 
fare was made at the hearing, nor has any written protest been received. 

The Metropolitan Coach Company owns no unincumbered real property, and 
such expenditures as it has made for garage and plant facilities have been made 
upon leased land. The said company owns six coaches, the cost price of which 
was $3,749.00 each, making a total cost price of $22,494.00. There is a balance 
still due thereon of $2,894.00. A liberal estimate of the fair value of the prop- 
erty of the company is $11,000.00. 

Since the company, during a large part of the calendar year 1914, was operating 
over a longer route than at present, and was operating four large busses, which 
have since been disposed of, the operating conditions of the company for the year 
1913 approximate more nearly to the present conditions than do those for the 
year 1914, and therefore the report of the company for the year 1913 is selected 
for purposes of comparison. The net operating revenue for that year was 
$1,080.12. Assuming that the revenue passengers will number the same as in 
1913, the annual revenue will be increased by $4,172.14 over that year by an in- 
crease of fare to five cents, and assuming that the operating expenses will re- 
main the same as in 191 3, the annual net operating revenue will be $5,252.26. 

Assuming the life of the coaches to be six years, the company should be setting 
aside annually for depreciation $3,750.00, and, assuming yearly taxes at i^% on 
a valuation of $11,000.00, the company should provide $165.00 annually for taxes. 
This total annual charge of $3,915.00, with a net operating revenue of $1,080.12 
when operating under the conditions for the year 191 3, would leave a deficit of 
$2,834.88, but with a net operating revenue of $5,252.26 when operating under the 
same conditions except for an increase of fare to five cents, it would leave a 
gross income less operating expenses and taxes of $1,337.26. 

However, the service furnished by the company is unsatisfactory. There are 
not enough coaches to handle the traffic, the condition of the present coaches is 
poor, and the schedules filed with the Commission by the company are not being 
regularly maintained. These conditions have been repeatedly brought to the 
attention of the company. 

In view of these facts the Commission is of the opinion that while a five-cent 
flat rate of fare would be just and reasonable if reasonably satisfactory service 
were furnished by the company, it is not justified under the present conditions. 
It is therefore 

Ordered: (i) That the petition of the Metropolitan Coach Company to in- 
crease its rate of fare to a flat rate of five cents be denied. 

(2) That the Commission will give further consideration to a petition for an 
increase in rate of fare after reasonably satisfactory service shall have been es- 
tablished by the said company. 



Formal Case No. 25.^ 

The Commission, by its Order No. 132, directed the Washington Railway and 
Electric Company to make certain extensions of its tracks on 14th Street and on 

a This case was reported in the report for 1914. 
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Water Street and required that such extensions be completed and cars in opera- 
tion thereon on or before June 30, 191 5. 

On June 29, 191 5, the Washington Railway and Electric Company submitted 
that for reasons beyond its control it had been unable to complete the work within 
the specified time and requested an extension of the time limit of thirty days. 

Observations of the Commission's representatives having confirmed the state- 
ments of the company, the following order was issued :

Opinion of the Commission. 

Kutz, Chairman : Paragraphs 6, 7, and 8 of the Public Utilities Law provide : 
"Par. 6. That the Commission shall ascertain, as soon and as nearly as 
practicable, the amount of money expended in the construction and equip- 
ment of every public utility, including the amount of money expended to 
procure any right of way; also the amount of money it would require to 
secure the right of way, reconstruct any roadbed, track, * * ♦ and 
any other property or instrument not included in the foregoing enumera- 
tion used in or useful to the business of such public utility, and to replace 
all the physical properties belonging to the public utility. * ♦ ♦ 

"Par. 7. That the Commission shall value the property of every public^ 
utility within the District of Columbia actually used and useful for the 
convenience of the public at the fair value thereof at the time of said valu- 
ation. 
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"Par. 8. That before final determination of such value the Commission 
shall, after notice of not less than thirty days to the public utility, hold a 
public hearing as to such valuation in the manner hereinafter provided for 
a hearing, which provisions, so far as applicable, shall apply to such hear- 
ing. The Commission shall, within ten days after such valuation is de- 
termined, serve a statement thereof upon the public utility interested, and 
.shall file a like statement with the District Commitees in Congress." 

In compliance with this law an inventory of the property of the utility was 
made as of November 30, 1914, and a valuation made thereof. A copy of this in- 
ventory and valuation was furnished to the utility on April 29, 191 5, together with 
a notice that a public hearing as to such valuation would be held on June 7,* 
191 5. The hearing was held in accordance with the notice, at which, all parties 
^concerned were given an opportunity to make claim for any additional values, 
physical or otherwise, that may have been omitted from the tentative valuation, 
and also to make any arguments as to the method by which the fair value of the 
property of the utility should be determined. 

The utility accepted without objection the valuation made by the Commission 
so far as the purely physical property is concerned and on June 19, 1915, through 
its attorney, advised the Commission "we have decided that your valuation in the 
sum of $8,989.00 is a fair and equitable valuation of the property as it now 
exists." 

The utility claims that working capital should be allowed to the amount of $500. 

The Commission is of the opinion that there should be allowed a reasonable 
amount of working capital. The amount necessary will vary with the kind of 
utility and varying business practices. It should include the material and supplies 
which experience has shown to be necessary o be kept on hand, and enough cash 
to pay expenses until the collection of revenues provides a sufficiency. 

Considering in that light the details of the claim : 

Material and supplies. — This company finds it more satisfactory and economical 
to purchase supplies and parts for repairs as they are needed than to keep any 
<:onsiderable quantity on hand. Those on hand are fairly valued at* $100. 

Prepaid insurance.— The prepaid insurance premiums aggregate about $150, 
half of which should allow for insurance expenses, viz., $75. 

Prepaid licenses approximate $50; $25 would therefore allow for them. 

Cash. — It is believed that $500 for current use will supply all of the company's 
requirements. 

The Commission is therefore of the opinion that $700 is a reasonable allowance 
for the working capital of this utility. 
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The Commission therefore finds the following values as of November 30, 1914 :

In the matter of a valuation of the property of the 
Auto Livery Company and the Federal Taxicab ^ Order No. 158. 
Company. 

Opinion of the Commission. 

Kutz, Chairman : Paragraphs 6, 7, and 8 of the Public Utilities Law provide : 

"Par. 6. That the Commission shall ascertain, as soon and as nearly as 
practicable, the amount of money expended in the construction and equip- 
ment of every public utility, including the amount of money expended to 
procure any right of way; also the amount of money it would require to 
secure the right of way, reconstruct any roadbed, track, ♦ ♦ * and 
any other property or instrument not included in the foregoing enumera- 
tion used in or useful to the business of such public utility, and to replace 
all the physical properties belonging to the public utility. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

"Par. 7. That the Commission shall value the property of every public 
utility within the District of Columbia actually used and useful for the . 
convenience of the public at the fair value thereof at the time of said valu- 
ation. 

"Par. 8. That before final determination of such value the Commission 
shall, after notice of not less than thirty days to the public utility, hold a 
public hearing as to such valuation in the manner hereinafter provided for 
a hearing, which provisions, so far as applicable, shall apply to such hear- 
ing. The Commission shall, within ten days after such valuation is de- 
termined, serve a statement thereof upon the public utility interested, and 
shall file a like statement with the District Committees in Congress." 

In compliance with this law an inventory of the property of the utility was 
made as of June 30, 1914, and a valuation made thereof. A copy of this inventory 
and valuation was furnished to the utility on May i, 1915, together with a notice 
that a public hearing as to such valuation would be held on June 7, 191 5. The 
hearing was held in accordance with the notice, at which all parties concerned 
were given an opportunity to make claim for any additional values, physical or 
otherwise, that may have been omitted from the tentative valuation, and also to 
make any arguments as to the method by which a fair value of the property of 
the utility should be determined. The arguments presented by the representative 
of the utilities were supplemented by a letter in the nature of a brief submitted by 
the utility's attorney to the Commission on June 21, 191 5. 

The utility accepted without objection the valuation made by the Commission 
so far as the purely physical property is concerned. 

The utility claims that working capital should be allowed as shown by the fol- 
lowing items, viz: 
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(a) Parts and supplies $5,854.58 

(b) Insurance, $8,154.64 (half)^ 4,077.32 

(c) Licenses, $692.25 (half).-^ 346.13 

(d) Taxes, $1,734-80 (half)-^ 868.90 

(e) Cash required to be in hand 6,000.00 



Total 17,146.93 

The Commission is of the opinion that there should be allowed a reasonable 
amount of working capital. The amount necessary will vary with the kind of 
utility and with varjring business practices. It should include the material and 
supplies which experience has shown to be necessary to be kept on hand and 
enough cash to pay expenses until the collection of revenues provides a sufficiency. 

In that light the claims are considered below in detail. 

Parts and suppli(es. — Reference to the transcript of the hearing on page 5, the 
testimony of Mr. Mattingly gives the above-claimed amount as the value of ma- 
terial and supplies on hand December 31, 1914. This valuation is made as of 
June 30, 19 14, at which time the value of the material and supplies on hand taken 
at their cost price was $5,303.13. There is no suggestion that that amount did not 
satisfy the requirements of the company at that time. It is therefore taken to be 
reasonable. 

Prepaid insurance. — It is necessary for the company to pay its insurance prem- 
iums in advance. They aggregate about $8,000. Since an equal portion is charged 
to expenses monthly, it follows that half the amount, or $4,000 for the year, would 
allow for the insurance expenses. 

Prepaid licenses approximate $750 a year. Since an equal portion is charged to 
operating expenses monthly, half the amount, or $375, would allow for prepaid 
licenses. 

Taxes. — One-half of the annual taxes, $868.90, is claimed as working capital. 
Taxes are not paid in advance. They should be accrued from charges to the in- 
come account monthly for payment at the end of the fiscal year. None of the 
capital of the company is necessary for their payment and therefore no allowance 
should be made for the item. 

Cash. — The Company usually keeps a larger balance of cash on hand than is 
absolutely necessary to meet its regular expense payments. The frugal manage- 
ment of cash as shown by the experience of other companies in the same busi- 
ness would make it possible to meet the expenses of this company with an allow- 
ance of $4,000. 

The Commission is therefore of the opinion that $14,000 is a reasonable allow- 
ance for the working capital of this utility. 

The utility makes claim for $21,000 for "the reasonable value of the services 
rendered by Mr. A. L. Cline as Manager, Treasurer, etc., of the Auto Livery 
Company, for which he drew no salary from it and has not been paid," arguing 
that this amount "should be treated as a charge against said company and added 
to the present physical value of its property as 'going value.' " 

It is a fact that the business was begun originally with a small amount of cash, 
and none subsequently added to it, and that its growth and success are due to the 
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efforts of Mr. Cline. His services were practically all that was put into the 
business. The value of the property of the company at the present time is the 
measure of the value of those services for which no salary has been paid. 

The Commission therefore finds the following values as of June 30, 1914 :

Opinion and Order of the Commission. 

Kutz, Chairman: The following is quoted from section 8 of the District of 
Columbia Appropriation Act, approved March 4, 191 3, creating a Public Utilities 
Commission : 

"Par. 21. That the Commission shall ascertain and fix adequate and 
serviceable standards for the measurement of quality, pressure, initial 
voltage, or other condition pertaining to the supply of the product or 
service rendered by any public utility, and prescribe reasonable regulations 
for examining and testing such product or service and for the measurement 
thereof. It shall establish reasonable rules, regulations, specifications, and 
standards to secure the accuracy of all meters and appliances for measure- 
ments, and every public utility is required to carry into effect all orders 
issued by the Commission relative thereto. 

"Par. 22. That the Commission shall provide for the examination and 
testing of any and all appliances used for the measuring of any product or 
service of a public utility. Any consumer or user may have any such ap- 
pliance tested upon payment of the fees fixed by the Commission. The 
Commission shall declare and establish reasonable fees to be paid for 
testing such appliances on the request of the consumers or users, the fee 
to be paid by the consumer or user at the time of his request, but to be 
paid by the public utility and repaid to the consumer or user if the ap- 
pliance be found defective or incorrect to the disadvantage of the consumer 
or user." 

Formerly all taximeters installed on public conveyances in the District of Co- 
lumbia were inspected and tested by the Office of the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures of the District of Columbia. On account of the assumption of jurisdic- 
tion by the Public Utilities Commission over taxicab companies the supervision 
of meters on the taxicabs of these companies has been transferred to this Com- 
mission. 

Considering it advisable that regulations be adopted prescribing the tests and 
use of taximeters, the Commission proceeded to make a study of the matter and 
an investigation of the regulations in force in other cities. 

A draft of proposed regulations was prepared and copies submitted to the 
interested parties with a notice of hearing. 

A formal hearing was held before the Commission on July 28, 1915, at which 
those present were given an opportunity to be heard. 

After consideration of the matters presented to it the Commission is of the 
opinion that the following are reasonable regulations for the testing and use of 
taximeters, and it is therefore 
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Ordered: (i) That, under the authority of section 8 of the District of Colum- 
bia Appropriation Act, approved March 4, 1913, creating a Public Utilities Com- 
mission, the following regulations for the testing and use of taximeters in the 
District of Columbia be, and the same are hereby, required of and enjoined upon 
all public utilities furnishing taxicab service in the District of Columbia, their 
officers, agents, and employees ; these*regulations to supersede all existing regula- 
tions concerning the testing and use of taximeters which conflict with the clauses 
herein provided. 

(2) That, on application to the Commission and for sufficient cause shown, 
such modifications and exemptions may be made with reference to these regula- 
tions as the facts in each case shall warrant. Non-compliance with any of these 
regulations will constitute a violation of the law, unless such non-compliance is 
specifically authorized by an order of the Commission. 

(3) That the supervision and testing of taximeters be in charge of the Electri- 
cal Inspection Bureau of the Public Utilities Commission. 

(4) That these regulations shall take effect September i, 191 5, and shall con- 
tinue in force until changed or abrogated by further order of the Commission. 



"REGULATIONS" 
Taximeter Testing. 

Sec. I. No meter shall be placed in service nor allowed to remain in service 
which is not sealed with the prescribed seal and marked with the prescribed 
certificate of the Commission. 



Sec. 2. The Electrical Inspection Bureau of the Public Utilities Commission 
shall seal with the prescribed seal and mark with the prescribed certificate only 
those meters which indicate plainly whether or not they are in the recording 
position, show clearly the amounts to be paid by the passenger, register in accord- 
ance with the lawful rates for service in the District of Columbia, and which, 
upon test, are found to be in good condition and to have an error in measurement 
for both time and distance of not more than three (3) per cent. 

TESTING RULES. 

Sec 3. All tests made pursuant to these regulations shall be made in compliance 
with the following rules: 

(A) A test of a meter when installed on a taxicab is known as a "service test" 
and shall include a test of distance register of not less than one (i) mile made by 
driving the taxicab over a measured course of by rotating the taxicab wheel which 
operates the meter, and a test of time register of not less than one (i) hour. 

(B) A test of a meter when not installed on a taxicab is known as a "bench 
test" and shall include a test of distance register of not less than twenty-five (25) 
miles, and a test of time register of not less than one (i) hour.

(C) At the time of making these tests the meter and its accessories shall be 
:given such other examination as is necessary in the judgment of the Bureau to 
prove its adaptability and good condition for service.

Sec. 4. At least once every year each meter used or intended to be used by a 
utility in the District of Columbia shall be submitted to either a service or a 
l)ench test. 

At least once every year the operating transmission of the meter as installed 
on each taxicab used or intended to be used by a utility in the District of Colum- 
l)ia shall be inspected by the Bureau with the meter in position. 

other tests. 

Sec. 5. The Commission will receive complaints from any customer concerning 
the inaccuracy of a meter and either a service or a bench test will be made of the 
meter if in the opinion of the Commission the facts presented warrant such test. 

Sec. 6. Upon application of a public utility to the Public Utilities Commission 
a meter shall be subjected to either a service test or a bench test by the Bureau 
and the prescribed fee shall be paid therefor by the said utility. 

fees and records. 

Sec. 7. The prescribed fee for each service test and for each bench test of a 
meter shall be fifty (50) cents, except in the case of a test resulting from a com- 
plaint of a customer as described in Sec. 6. 

Sec. 8. Each utility shall keep a complete record of all meters in its service, 
showing the numbers of the taxicabs on which they are installed and the date of 
each installation and of each removal. 

Sec. 9. The Bureau shall keep a complete record of all tests made under its 
supervision, and of all fees due and received for such testing. All such fees 
shall be turned in by the Bureau to the Collector of Taxes of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Use of Meters. 

Sec. 10. (A) The meter shall be so located on the taxicab that the figures indi- 
cated on its face may be easily read by any passenger within the taxicab. 

(B) The face of the meter shall be plainly illuminated whenever the meter is 
used to register amounts for hire during the period from one-half hour after 
sunset to one-half hour before sunrise. 

(C) The wheel diameter of the taxicab for which the meter is adjusted shall be 
plainly marked on the meter. The meter shall not be used in connection with a 
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wheel of different diameter unless the necessary adjustments have been made 
and the approval of the Bureau obtained. 

(D) The meter shall be operated from the front wheel of the taxicab by 
means of an approved cable and the star and band transmission, or equal. 

Posting of Rates. 

Sec. II. Each taxicab shall carry at all times in a conspicuous place within the- 
taxicab a card on which is printed in legible type the schedule of rates charged for 
service in the District of Columbia.

OPINIONS OF THE GENERAL COUNSEL. 

Opinion of February ii, 1915. 

companies operating sight-seeing vehicles not public utilities. 

I reply to your communication of February 8, 1915, requesting my opinion as 
to whether the Commission has jurisdiction over companies operating sight- 
seeing vehicles in the District of Columbia. 

The fundamental principle upon which our public utility law and all other 
public utility law rests is that when a certain property is used in a manner which 
makes it of public consequence and affects the community at large, such property 
becomes clothed with a public interest and must submit to be controlled by the 
public for the common good to the extent of the public interest thus created. 

The Public Utilities Act has for its object the regulation by public agency 
of the rates and services of certain utilities which have become of public conse- 
quence in supplying such modern facilities as gas and electric light, heat and 
power, and transportation in the city of Washington and the District of Co- 
lumbia. The transportation subject to this regulation comprises those agencies 
which have become of public consequence because of their use by the public 
in going from place to place in the District of Columbia. 

The main purpose of the "Seeing Washington" cars and other sight-seeing 
vehicles is to enable visitors to see the city and its objects of interest quickly 
and easily. These sight-seeing vehicles are not of public consequence as a matter 
of public transportation. They are neither an element in the public transporta- 
tion problem nor a factor in urban development. They are a convenience to the 
visitor, not a necessity to the resident citizen. • They do not come within either 
the spirit of intention of the Public Utilities Act and there is no public policy or 
public purpose to be conserved by their regulation. They are not public utilities 
within the meaning and purpose of the Act. 

(The above opinon of the General Counsel adopted by the Public Utilities 
Commission February 12, 191 5.) 



Opinion of February 15, 191 5. 

extent of the power of the commission as to bond issues. 

In the matter of the application of the Washington Railway & Electric Com- 
pany for certificate of approval to the issue of certain debenture 6% improve- 
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ment bonds, I have given the matter careful attention and also fully considered 
the very elaborate brief submitted by counsel for the Railway Company with 
reference to the extent of the authority of the Public Utilities Commission of 
the District of Columbia over bond issues by local public utilities. 

The question before me, as I take it, is simply the extent of the power of the 
Public Utilities Commission as to bond issues. It is not my purpose in this 
opinion to go beyond this question. I consider that the extent to which the 
Public Utilities Commission sees fit to exercise the power conferred upon it, 
is a matter with which I have nothing to do, and upon which my advice is not 
asked. Indeed I would be reluctant to advise officially in a matter which the law, 
it seems to me, has left largely to the wisdom and discretion of the Commission 
as an administrative and governmental agency and in which its own best judg- 
ment will be exercised. 

The Washington Railway and Electric Company exists by virtue of the Act of 
Congress of June 5, 1900. It consists of certain companies which it has acquired 
by virtue of this act and certain subsidiary companies which it has not yet ac- 
quired, but controls through stock ownership. Among the companies acquired 
or controlled by the Washington Railway and Electric Company are the Belt 
Railway Company, Bright wood Railway Company, Columbia Railway Company, 
City and Suburban Railway Company, Metropolitan Railway Company, George- 
town and Tennallytown Railway Company, and the Anacostia and Potomac 
River Railway Company. The authority of law to issue bonds by the above- 
named companies contained either in their original charters or subsequent 
enactments, in substance limits the bonds outstanding at any one time to an 
amount not greater than the actual cost of the construction and equipment of 
each railway, and that the total issue of bonds shall not in the aggregate exceed 
the actual cost of the construction and equipment of these roads and the depots, 
stations, offices, and store- and power-houses and work-shops necessary to their 
proper operation. This is substantially the law in the case of each road. 

The Act of June 5, 1900, under which the Washington Railway and Electric 
Company exists, provides for the issuing of its bonds secured by mortgage or 
deed of trust upon its right of way, the property and franchises or other obliga- 
tions without limitation as to amount, or purpose. It is also given the power to 
guarantee the bonds or obligations of any corporation it may have acquired by 
virtue of the power given it under the act. It will thus be seen that the broadest 
possible power was given to the Washington Railway and Electric Company by 
this act in the matter of issuing its bonds. It may be well to here quote that 
portion of Section 2 of this act relating to issuing of bonds. 

"Sec. 2. That the Washington and Great Falls Electric Railway Com- 
pany may acquire and hold stock in any street railway corporation specifi- 
cally named above with which it is authorized by the terms of this Act 
to enter into a contract for the use of its road or route, and may provide 
for payment for the same by issuing additional amounts of its own capital 
stock in such classes and with such preferences as it may determine, or by 
issuing its bonds, secured by mortgage or deed of trust upon its right of 
way, property, and franchises, or other obligations, or by issuing both such 
stock and bonds or other obligations to an amount not exceeding the 
amounts of the actual consideration paid or payable for the stock so 
acquired, and may also issue further amounts of its stock or bonds or other 
obligations not exceeding the amounts of the actual consideration paid, 
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or to be paid, for any equipment or extensions of any such road or route 
or for electric power therefor: Provided, That the capital stock of said 
company shall at no time exceed fifteen million dollars. Whenever the 
said Washington and Great Falls Electric Railway Company shall have 
acquired a majority of all the stock issued by any such corporation, it 
shall have power to guarantee the bonds or other obligations of such 
corporation and to purchase such bonds or other obligations." 

On the 4th of March, 1913, the Public Utilities Law of the District of Columbia 
was approved, the same being known as Section 8 of "An Act making appropria- 
tions to provide for the expenses of the government of the District of Columbia 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914," known as Public No. 435, 66th Congress, 
3d Session. 

Counsel for the Railway Company insist that under this paragraph the powers 
of this Commission go no further than to determine as to whether or not the 
bonds are issued in good faith, that the purpose of the enactment is the pro- 
tection of investors and to prevent fraud and that the powers of the Commis- 
sion are only those of a guardian over prospective investors; in other words, 
that it was not the intent of Congress that the Commission should exercise 
supervision, regulation, restriction or control except to the above extent. They 
say: 

"Where, therefore, any public utility corporation, operating within the 
District of Columbia applies to the commission for a certificate of ap- 
proval to the issuance of bonds to cover extensions, additions, betterments 
and improvements, made or to be made and over which there is no question 
as to the legitimacy of the same as capital expenditures, it seems plain that 
the Commission would be assuming authority that it was never intended 
it should exercise should it refuse such certificate of approval. Such 
action on the part of the Commission would be a mere extension of 
authority beyond just and reasonable bounds and would amount to a 
denial of justice to the utility concerned. If it is claimed such a con- 
struction is necessary to give effect to said law, then under the principles 
announced in State v. Great Northern R. Co., supra. People ex rel D. & 
H. Co, V. Stevens, supra, and Laird et al v. B. & O. R. Co., supra, such 
legislation must be void." 

Counsel for the Railway Company reach this conclusion from the consideration 
of certain cases named in their brief. With all respect to them, I am of opinion 
that these cases cannot be considered as authority because the statutes they are 
called upon to construe are essentially different from paragraphs 72 and 73 of 
our Public Utilities Law, which paragraphs are as follows : 

"Par. ^2, That the power to create liens on corporate property by 
public utilities in the District of Columbia is hereby declared to be a 
special privilege the right of supervision, regulation, restriction, and con- 
trol of which is hereby vested in the public utilities commission of the 
District of Columbia, and such power shall be exercised according to the 
' provisions of this section. 

"Par. ^z, . That no public utility shall hereafter issue any stocks, stock 
certificates, bonds, mortgages, or any other evidences of indebtedness pay- 
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able in more than one year from date, imtil it shall have first obtained the 
certificate of the commission showing authority for such issue from the 
commission." 

The cases of Memphis and L. R. Company vs. Dow, 120 U. S. 287, and State 
vs. Great Northern R. Co., 100 Minn. 445, involve the question as to how far th« 
legislature may delegate its powers to a public utilities commission. The fact 
that Congress has especially reserved the right to alter, amend, or repeal the 
charter of the Washington Railway and Electric Company, and indeed of all 
of the other street railway companies requires the Public Utilities Act to be 
considered as an amendment to their charters wherever the same are repugnant 
to or inconsistent with it. There can be no question that Congress would have 
had the right to insert paragraphs 72 and 7Z in any of these charters when they 
were originally granted, and by the same token it has the right now to insert it 
as a matter of amendment and specifically exercises this right under the provi- 
sions of paragraph loi of our Public Utilities Law. 

To sustain their contention that the powers of this Commission are limited to 
the matters and things set forth in their brief and heretofore referred to, the 
counsel for the Railway Company quote the cases of People ex rel D. and H. 
Company vs. Stevens, 197 N. Y. i, and other New York cases, and also the case 
of Laird et al vs. B. & O. Railroad Company, 121 Md. 179. These cases are 
quoted to sustain the proposition that the powers of our Commission are limited 
to the determination of whether a proposed issue of bonds is bona fide, and that 
the purpose of our Act in that respect is simply to protect investors, and its 
powers are only those of a guardian over prospective investors. 

Counsel for the Railway Company quote these cases as authority, and in refer- 
ring to Sections 72, 7Z and 74 of our Public Utilities Act say that they are "in 
substance similar to Section 55 of the law creating the Public Service Commis- 
sion of New York, and Section 2y of the law creating the Public Service Com- 
mission of Maryland," under which these cases respectively arose. In this, 
counsel for the Railway Company are greatly in error. Section 27 of the law 
creating the Public Service Commission of Maryland provides : 

"That a common carrier, railroad corporation, street railroad corpora- 
tion, or other corporation subject to the provision of this Act, organized or 
existing, or hereafter incorporated, under or by virtue of the laws of the 
State of Maryland, may issue stocks, bonds, notes or other evidence of 
indebtedness, payable at periods of more than twelve months after the 
date thereof, when necessary for the acquisition of property, the construc- 
tion, completion, extension or improvement of its facilities, or for the 
improvement or maintenance, extension or improvement of its facilities, 
or for the improvement or maintenance of its service, or the discharge or 
lawful refunding of its obligations ; provided, and not otherwise, that there 
shall have been secured from the Commission an order authorizing such 
issue, and the amount thereof, and stating that, in the opinion of the Com- 
mission, the use of the capital to be secured by the issue of such stocks, 
bonds, or other evidence of indebtedness is reasonably required for the 
said purposes of the common carrier, railroad corporation, street railroad 
corporation, or such corporations." 

The radical difference between Section 27 of the Maryland Act and paragraphs 
72 and 73 of our Public Utilities Act is apparent. The Maryland Act contains 
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l)ractically none of the powers given by paragraph 72. It limits the power of the 
Maryland Commission to the ascertainment whether the use of the capital to be 
secured by the issue of such stocks, bonds, or other evidence of indebtedness is 
reasonably required for the purposes of the corporation. The Commission can 
therefore do no more than pass upon that single question. 

That portion of Section 55 of the Public Service Commission law of New 
York, which it is necessary to here quote, is as follows : 

"A common carrier, railroad corporation, or street railroad corporation 
organized or existing, or hereafter incorporated, under or by virtue of the 
laws of the State of New York, may issue stocks, bonds, notes or other 
evidence of indebtedness payable at periods of more than twelve months 
after the date thereof, when necessary for the acquisition of property, the 
construction, completion, extension or improvement of its facilities, or for 
the improvement or maintenance of its service or for the discharge or 
lawful refunding of its obligations or for the reimbursement of moneys 
actually expended from income, or from any other moneys in the treasury 
of the corporation not secured by or obtained from the issue of stocks, 
bonds, notes or other evidence of indebtedness of such corporation, within 
five years next prior to the filing of an application with the proper com- 
mission for the required authorization, for any of the aforesaid purposes 
except maintenance of service and except replacements in cases where the 
applicant shall have kept its accounts and vouchers of such expenditure in 
such manner as to enable the commission to ascertain the amount of 
moneys so expended and the purposes for which such expenditure was 
made ; provided and not otherwise that there shall have been secured from 
the proper commission an order authorizing such issue, and the amount 
thereof and stating the purposes to which the issue or proceeds thereof are 
to be applied, and that, in the opinion of the commission, the money, 
property or labor to be procured or paid for by the issue of such stock, 
bonds, notes or other evidence of indebtedness is or has been reasonably 
required for the purposes specified in the order, and that except as other- 
wise permitted in the order in the case of bonds, notes, and other evidence 
of indebtedness, such purposes are not, in whole or in part, reasonably 
chargeable to operating expenses or to income." 

In no place in either of the above quoted sections of the New York and Mary- 
land laws is it provided as a limitation upon the powers of the corporations 
affected that "the power to create liens on corporate property * * * is hereby 
declared to be a special privilege." In no place is it provided that this special 
privilege shall not be .exercised except under the "supervision of the public 
utilities commission of these States." This essential difference between the laws . 
of New York and Maryland and the Public Utilities Act of the District of Co- 
lumbia makes the decisions quoted of no value as authority and of less value in 
determining the powers of the Public Utilities Commission of the District of 
Columbia. Further comment is unnecessary. 

It is perfectly evident that in giving to the Public Utilities Commission of the 
District of Columbia the powers enumerated in Sectons 72, 73 and 74 of the 
Public Utilities Law and in making the creations of liens on corporate property 
a special privilege to be supervised, regulated, restricted, and controlled by the 
Public Utilities Commission, Congress considered that it was dealing with crea- 
tures of its own creation, as far as public utility corporations are concerned, 
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and with the amplest right to limit and circumscribe their powers so long as it 
did not confiscate their property or take the same without due process of law. 
It is perfectly evident Congress believed, whether from past experience or present 
observation, I do not know, that the power of supervision, regulation, restriction, 
and control of bond issues should be given to some tribunal whose duties were 
both to the public and the utilities affected, and whose wisdom, fa'imess, and 
discretion could be trusted to see that the public service was not crippled by too- 
drastic a limitation as to borrowing on the one hand, and the public itself not 
made the sufferer from improvident and improper bonded indebtedness of public 
utilities on the other. This power and duty it entrusted to the Public Utilities- 
Commission of the District of Columbia. 

There can be no question that paragraphs 72 and 73 above quoted are intended 
to restrict the rights of all public utility corporations in issuing bonds and that 
they cannot be validly issued except in accordance with these paragraphs and 
the succeeding paragraphs relating to the same subject which it is unnecessary 
here to quote. The question then comes squarely up for decision as to what Con- 
gress meant when it said "that the power to create liens on corporate property 
by public utilities in the District of Columbia, is hereby declared to be a special 
privilege, the right of supervision, regulation, restriction and control of which is- 
hereby vested in the Public Utilities Commission of the District of Columbia."" 
What is meant by the right of supervision, regulation, restriction and control? 
These words are to be given their ordinary significance. They are used in the 
ordinary way. Their plain import is not limited by any technical meaning or 
confined to any strained application. One of the most familiar rules of statutory 
construction is that words are to be maintained in their ordinary meaning and 
import and to be given their full and effective value where possible. There is 
nothing in this statute or in the subject matter which should cause the applica- 
tion of these words to be limited or their import diminished. 

I think the words "supervision, regulation,, restriction, and control" mean no- 
less than that the duty is placed upon the Public Utilities Commission to see to it 
that bonds are not issued unnecessarily or improvidently or for purposes which 
are not and should not be the subject of bonded indebtedness. I think the Public 
Utilities Commission is given the right and is entrusted with the duty of de- 
termining the propriety, the good faith, the necessity for, the extent of and the 
foundation upon which every bond issue should be made. I cannot escape the 
conclusion that Congress intended the widest latitude in the exercise of wisdom 
and discretion by the Public Utilities Commission with relation to these bond 
issues. 

I do not know nor should I pass upon the question as to how far this authority 
should be exercised or to what extent the supervision, regulation, restriction and 
control of the Commission should go. That is necessarily left to the judgment of 
the Commission and I have no doubt in reaching its conclusion it will have due 
regard for the interests both of the utilities and the public. I am not called 
upon to determine whether the Commission should or should not make a valua- 
tion of the property before approving an issue of bonds. That is a matter call- 
ing for its good judgment and discretion. I can only say that in my judgment, 
Congress has invested the Commission with the wide powers which I have indi- 
cated and that these powers are not, as was held in the New York and Maryland 
cases hereinbefore referred to, "limited wholly to the inquiry as to whether su^ 
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issue is for fictitious debts, or for inflation of securities or for any fraudulent or 
dishonest purpose or to the ascertainment of whether a proposed issue is bona 
fide and for value." 

I think the Commission cannot and should not place a limitation upon its own 
authority which would make it less than the right of supervision, regulation,, 
restriction and control indicated in the plain import of these words.

OWNERSHIP OF GAS SERVICE PIPES BETWEEN MAINS AND METERS. 



In reply to your communication of December 23, 1914, requesting me "for the 
purposes of correct accounting" to determine "the exact ownership of the serv- 
ices" of the gas service pipe from the main to the meter, I am obliged to answer 
somewhat at large, as I cannot give you a categorical reply. 

It is stated in your letter that the cost of the service is required, under Order 
No. 119, to be borne half by the company and half by the applicant. It is a 
matter of common knowledge that prior to this order the entire cost of the 
service was paid by the consumer. In the equity proceeding filed by the George- 
town Gas Light Company to increase its capital stock, ownership of these services 
was claimed by the stock, although the auditor of the court was unable to de- 
termine that this claim was justified. In a later suit filed by the Washington Gas 
Light Company to quash an assessment of these services to the gas companies, a 
compromise was effected by which the companies were charged with half of such 
services. I have been informed that the companies are now required to keep up 
the maintenance and repair of these services and have accepted such requirement 
as reasonable. 

It is impossible for me to determine "the exact ownership of the services" 
upon the data at hand. This question has never been determined, I believe, in 
any case in which both the public utility and the consumer were both represented. 
There are cases in which the utility was represented, sometimes as against a 
public utilities commission and sometimes as against a citizen, injured by some 
apparatus of the utility. The decision has been one way or the other, according 
to the character of the case. In the latter class of cases, the apparatus has been 
held to be the property of the utility, so as to allow the citizen to recover dam- 
ages ; in the former, usually held not to be the property of the company where 
the matter of valuation was to be determined, but not always so. 

Whether the gas companies are to be regarded as the owners of the services 
depends upon what matter the commission wishes to determine, for the matter 
of ownership is not an infallible guide. If the question be whether the company 
is to be allowed for upkeep or depreciation, I think ownership is to be ascribed 
to the company, for the company is chargeable with the maintenance. If it be a 
question of issuing stocks or bonds, increase of capital for making improvements 
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or the like, the company is not to be charged with ownership, for the company 
•did not, prior to the passage of Order No. 119, pay for such services. Where 
the company has paid for such services, and to the extent it has paid for them, 
it should be allowed the ownership. The same reasoning should apply, in my 
judgment, where the question before ^the commission is one of rates. It would 
not be fair to the consumer to charge him interest or rates upon something for 
^which he has himself paid. A different ruling might be proper if the question 
.should be one of valuation for the purpose of a sale. 

I trust the above will answer the situation which the commission has in mind.

FREE TRANSPORTATION OF MEMBERS OF POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS. 



Replying to your communication of March 8, 1915, requesting my opinipn as to 
when that portion of the District Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 1916, ap- 
proved March 3, 1915, requiring the several street railway companies to transport 
free of charge members of the Police and Fire Departments when in uniform 
and in the performance of their duties is effective, it is my opinion that this pro- 
vision became effective on the 3d day of March, 191 5, at which time the Act was 
approved. It is essentially general legislation and therefore effective as law from 
the date of the approval of the Act.

Replying to your communication of April 16, 191 5, transmitting copies of cerr 
tain correspondence with the East Washington Heights Traction Railroad Com- 
pany relative to the sale by that company of $1,000 of bonds without previously 
having obtained the permission of the Commission authorizing such sale, I am 
of the opinion that the bonds having been issued prior to the 4th of March, 1913, 
and that the $1,000 was used in part payment of money borrowed for construc- 
tion, that under the circumstances, the reasons advanced by the East Washington 
Heights Traction Railroad Company are sufficient to justify the sale of these 
bonds, without first obtaining the authority of the Commission.

VALIDITY OF PURCHASE BY THE WASHINGTON RAILWAY AND ELECTRIC COMPANY OF 
STOCK OF THE CITY AND SUBURBAN RAILWAY OF WASHINGTON, TfiE GEORGETOWN 
AND TENNALLYTOWN RAILWAY COMPANY, AND THE WASHINGTON AND ROCKVILLE 
RAILWAY COMPANY WITHOUT FIRST HAVING OBTAINED CERTIFICATE OF COMMIS- 
SION. 



I return herewith P. U. C. No. 1500, requesting my opinion as to the validity 
of the purchase by the Washington Railway and Electric Company of stock of 
the City and Suburban Railway of Washington, the Georgetown and Tennally- 
town Railway Company, and the Washington and Rockville Railway Company. 

I have given careful consideration to the letter addressed by the Public 
Utilities Commission to the Washington Railway and Electric Company, dated 
March 26, 191 5, and to the replies made by that Company dated March 29, 191 5, 
and April i, 1915. 

Under the provisions of the Act of Congress, approved June 5, 1900, the 
present Washington Railway and Electric Company was permitted to enter into 
contracts with other street railway companies, including the City and Suburban 
Railway of Washington, the Georgetown and Tennallytown Railway Company, 
and the Washington and Rockville Railway Company, for the use of their re- 
spective roads or any parts thereof, and the Washington Railway and Electric 
Company was given the specific right to acquire and hold stock in the other 
street railway companies mentioned in the Act, and provided for its payment by 
the issue of its own stocks or bonds, the total stock issue being limited to fifteen 
millions of dollars, and the issue of bonds or other obligations being limited to 
the amount of the actual consideration paid or to be paid. The right was also 
given to the Washington Railway and Electric Company to guarantee the bonds 
or other obligations of the companies named or to purchase same. It was also 
given the right to enter into contracts for the use of the roads or routes of the 
companies named and for the purchase of their estate, property, rights, and 
franchises, and to absolutely acquire the said companies by the purchase of three- 
fourths of their stock. There can be no question that it was the intention of 
Congress to provide for the consolidation under one management or control of 
the different street railway lines named in the Act. This is fully evidenced by the 
report both of the Senate and House Committees at the time of this legislation. 
Within a short time after this Act was approved the consolidation of these disas- 
sociated roads into a single system commenced and has been continued up to 
the present time, and in many instances, the railways mentioned in the Act have 
been taken over completely by the Washington Railway and Electric Company 
in accordance with its provisions. 

While it is true that Paragraph 54 of the Public Utilities Law requires the 
authorization in writing by the Commisson of all transfers of stocks and bonds, 
and while it is very true that Paragraph loi of the same law repeals all char- 
ters, statutes, acts, etc., inconsistent with and repugnant to its provisions, in so 
far as they are inconsistent and repugnant thereto, yet it is also true that Section 
II of the same Act of Congress and passed at the same time expressly recognizes 
and sustains any right heretofore given by Congress to any public utilities -to 
hold the stocks or bonds of any other utility. It is a fundamental maxim of 
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construction that a law must be construed, if possible, so as to give effect to all 
of its provisions and that this construction should be adopted unless it leads to 
absurd, contradictory, or unjust conclusions. 

If the provisions of Paragraph 54, of Section 8, of the Act approved March 4, 
1913, is held to repeal the provisions of the Act of June 5, 1900, under which the 
Washington Railway and Electric Company claims the right to purchase the 
stocks and bonds of the companies named in said Act, then the provisions of 
Section 11 recognizing such right, and especially excepting corporations which 
have been given it by express authorization of Congress become utterly inef- 
fective. 

I am of the opinion that Congress did not intend to repeal those portions of 
the Act of June 5, 1900, which give the Washington Railway and Electric Com- 
pany the right to acquire stocks and bonds of companies therein named. Had 
such been its intention the repeal would have been a specific repeal because its 
effect was to disturb and disintegrate the plan of consolidation, which had re- 
ceived its express approval and under which rights have become vested and ob- 
ligations entered into and a plan of operation adopted which would be greatly 
disturbed. 

I think also that the rights of the Washington Railway and Electric Company 
to acquire the stocks and bonds of the related companies existed only as to those 
securities which were in existence at the time of the enactment. 

I am therefore of the opinion that the Washington Railway and Electric Com- 
pany had the right to purchase the shares of stock of the City and Suburban 
Railway of Washington, the Georgetown and Tennallytown Railway Company, 
and the Washington and Rockville Railway Company, and that the fact that this 
purchase was made without a written order of the Public Utilities Commission 
does not render it invalid.

DIVISION OP BUSINESS OF THE TERMINAL TAXICAB COMPANY INTO CLASSES. 

Replying to your memorandum without date, requesting my opinion on the 
legal points involved in P. U. C. No. 85/7, concerning the advisability of divid- 
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ing the business of the Terminal Taxicab Company into classes and require that 
utility to file rates only on the class of business under the jurisdiction of the 
Commission, I have to say that the only theory upon which we held the taxicab 
companies to be public utilities was their indiscriminate carriage of the public 
generally, as a regular transportation instrumentality, and their holding them- 
selves out as giving such service. This did not contemplate that portion of their 
business which is in the nature of a private livery, or their operations as a 
garage. I therefore think while their total business should be taken into con- 
sideration in the fixing of rates, that it should be classified and rates fixed only 
upon its general taxicab service where used as a public transportation agency.

IMPROPRIETY OF ASSESSING COSTS OF INVESTIGATION OF JURISDICTION OVER TERMINAL

Replying to your communication of January 15, 1914, in which you request my 
Opinion as to whether the cost of the investigation of the jurisdiction of this 
Commission over the Terminal and Federal Taxicab Companies, the Blue Line 
Transfer Company, and the Merchants Transfer and Storage Company should 
be assessed against any of the utilities involved, in view of Paragraph 42 of the 
Public Utilities Act, I have to state that the aforesaid investigations were for the 
purpose of determining the jurisdiction of the Commission and no other purpose, 
and therefore that Paragraph 42 does not justfy the assessment of the costs of 
the investigation against the utilities mentioned.

SCOPE of PUBUC utilities law concerning ASSESSMENT OF COST OF INVESTIGA* 
TIONS AGAINST UTILITIES FOUND AT FAULT. 



Replying to your communication of April i, 1914, requesting my opinion as to 
the scope of Paragraph 42, with reference to the assessment of the cost of in- 
vestigations against public utilities found to be at fault, I think that where, upon 
complaint or by investigation of the Commission, it has been found that a public 
utility has been guilty of charging an unjust, unreasonable, insufficient, discrimi- 
natory or preferential rate, or of some unjust, unreasonable or preferential act 
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or service, or that reasonable service is not supplied by it, or that it has violated 
other provisions of the Public Utilities Act, the utility found at fault is charge- 
able with the cost of the investigation. In such a case the public utility at fault 
should be required to show cause why the cost of the investigation should not be 
assessed against it, and thus be given an opportunity to be heard as to the legality 
of the assessment. Upon determination that the assessment is a proper one, an 
order should be passed requiring the utility to pay it, and non-compliance with 
such order would subject the utility to the penalties imposed by the Act. 

In the matter of the investigation of the Washington Railway and Electric 
Company, as this investigation was made at the instance of the Commission and 
was not in the nature of a hearing upon ,a complaint of a violation of the Public 
Utilities Act, I think the cost cannot be assessed against the Washington Rail- 
way and Electric Company.

ASSESSING AGAINST POTOMAC ELECTRIC POWER COMPANY COST OF INVESTIGATION

Replying to your communication, P. U. C No. 1 169/5, requesting my opinion 
as to whether the cost of the investigation by the Commission of the legality 
of special contracts of the Potomac Electric Power Company with the Wash- 
ington Loan and Trust Company, Aaron Brylawski, et al., should be assessed 
against the Potomac Electric Power Company, I have to advise you that in my 
judgment, the cost of this investigation may be so assessed. I am not at all 
clear that there was any intentional violation of the Public Utilities! Law. The 
Company had entered into these contracts in good faith and took the position 
that it could not abrogate them except by order of the Commission. Under 
such circumstances, it is a little hard that these costs should be assessed against 
the Company, yet as matter of law, I think the Commission has the right to so 
assess them, if it deems proper.

Order No. 149, it is my judgment that this request should not be complied with 
under the circumstances of this case.

washington railway and electric company and the capital traction company 
not required to accept outstanding tickets of metropolitan coach company. 

Replying to your communication of August 13, 1915, P. U. C. No. 1622/1, 
requesting to be advised as to the validity of the outstanding tickets of the 
Metropolitan Coach Company, I have to say that in my opinion the Washington 
Railway and Electric Company and The Capital Traction Company are not re- 
quired to honor the transfer tickets of the Metropolitan Coach Company after it 
has gone out of business. 

The theory on which reciprocal transfers were ordered between the Metropoli- 
tan Coach Company and The Capital Traction Company, and the Metropolitan 
Coach Company and the Washington Railway and Electric Company was that 
such reciprocal transfers might be mutually beneficial to each company. 

In speaking of this arrangement, in the case of District of Columbia vs. 
Capital Traction Company, 41 Apps. D. C. p. 115, the Court of Appeals at page 
122 says: "The arrangement is reciprocal. Presumably, one carrier receives as 
much benefit as the other." There is no question in my opinion that the Act of 
Congress of August 24, 1912, requiring transfers between the Metropolitan Coach 
Company and the street railway companies was intended to be a reciprocal 
arrangement. Therefore, when one company goes out of existence, reciprocal 
benefit existing in the transaction ceases, and to require the street railway com- 
panies to honor unredeemable transfer tickets of the Metropolitan Coach Com- 
pany would be to require street railway companies to carry passengers without 
any compensation whatsoever, and could never have been intended by Congress. 

I am therefore of opinion that the street railway companies cannot be re- 
quired to honor its transfers after the Metropolitan Coach Company has ceased 
to do business. I suppose the holders of these tickets are not numerous and that 
the amount in each case is small. If they have any relief, I think it might be 
against the Metropolitan Coach Company, or its receiver.

LEGAUTY of PRACTICE OF POTOMAC ELECTRIC POWER COMPANY IN CHARGING ARMY 
AND NAVY OFFICERS FOR ELECTRIC CURRENT AT THE GOVERNMENT RATE. 

I am returning herewith the communication of your Executive Officer, dated 
November 30, 191 5, as to whether or not the furnishing by the Potomac Electric 
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Power Company to Army and Navy Officers of electric service at the government 
rate is a violation of the Public Utilities Law. In my opinion, this service is not 
illegal discrimination. The service is given under a general contract with the 
United States Government, and the fact that accounts are kept and made in the 
names of individual Army and Navy officers, in my judgment, in no wise alters 
the situation. I think the rates are not discriminatory and should not be inter- 
fered with.
